Our Eternal Choices 


We do not always realize that, even 
after we have chosen eternal life instead 
of death, and have become God’s children 
by faith in his Son as our Saviour, there 
is still an eternal choice to make.

said of one is that one was ‘saved as by 
fire” The great reward will not be ours 
unless here, during our years of apprentice- 
ship, we have learned that the way of daily 
discipline, the denying of self, of present 
suffering, the will of God and of instant 
and utter obedience, is the path of glory, 
—not only the exceeding glory of the ‘well 
done’ received at the end of the way, but 
the present inestimable privilege of being 
sharer of the counsels of God, admitted to 
daily intimacy with himself, becoming daily 
more conformed to his own image. What 
is to be compared with such a walk? He 
who sets such an ideal before us makes it 
possible of attainment; and for such as 
enter upon this heavenly path it will be 
said, as Ezekiel, ‘The hand of the Lord 
was upon me and carried me out in the 
spirit of the Lord.’ And the words with 


which the Book of Ezekiel closes may well 
be applied to such a life, in the fragrant 
likeness to that of the Son of God: ‘The 
Lord is there.’”

The Miracle Ministry of Goforth of China 


the thrilling volume “Goforth of 
China.”1 The ministry of one of the 
greatest missionaries of our missionary era, 
and one of the greatest soul-winners of 
our evangelism era, is crowned by one of 
the best missionary biographies ever writ- 
ten. Rosalind Goforth, his wife and help- 
mate, was Jonathan Goforth’s fellow sol- 
dier, sharer in his sufferings and his serv- 
ice and his triumphs. She was also one 
with him in his vision and his purposes, 
and her biography is a vivid interpretation 
of a life that constitutes a definite mes- 
sage to our generation of Christians. 
China holds the center of the world’s 
attention now, and it is not too much to 
say that the solution of China’s problem 
is clearly set forth in “Goforth of China.” 
Mrs. Goforth tells the story of her hus-

band’s miracle ministry in four epochs. The 
first closed with the singing of “Onward, 
Christian Soldiers” as he and his wife set 
forth from Canada to China in 1887, when 
he was twenty-eight years old. The sec- 
ond closed with the terrifying but thrilling 
story of the escape from the Boxers in 
1900, when he was forty. The third epoch 
covered the period of revival and reaping 
in Honan and all China from 1901 to 1925, 
closing with his return to Canada, sixty- 
five years old, broken in health. To close 
the story at that point would have made 
a wonderful biography of a wonderful life. 
But perhaps the most amazing part of the 
story is the closing epoch, from sixty-five 
to seventy-five, when this twentieth century 
Paul pressed on toward the goal to lay 
hold of that for which Christ had laid 
hold on him. 

Every life committed to God is a com- 
plete life. But the record of some lives 
shows with peculiar clearness the sovereign 
hand of God directing in every detail; such 
a record in the life of Joseph in the in- 
spired Book of Genesis; and such a record 
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is “Goforth of China,” written in human 
weakness by his loving companion of forty- 
nine years and the mother of his eleven 
children, but written under a real commis- 
sion from the Lord. She writes in her 
Foreword: “One evening I sat in front 
of the trunk containing my husband’s 
diaries, letters, and other private papers. 
I had unlocked the trunk, and then gave 
myself up to a feeling of utter despair at 
the magnitude of what I was facing. My 
advanced age alone seemed to make it im- 
possible. I came almost to the point of giv- 
ing up all thought of attempting the work, 
when, on opening the trunk, I found on top 
of a pile of old Christmas cards a card of 
which the following is an exact duplicate: 


“CALLED . . CHOSEN . . FAITHFUL 


“The LORD hath chosen thee. Be 
strong and of good courage, and do it: 
fear not, nor be dismayed: for the 
LORD GOD even my GOD will be 
with thee; HE will not fail thee, until 
thou hast finished all the work (1 
Chron. 28: 10, 20).” 


In his boyhood, conversion, college life, 
home missionary work, foreign missionary 
zeal, and in his marriage, the events of 
Goforth’s life and his natural and spiritual 
gifts foreshadowed in an extraordinary way 
what was to come. At five he narrowly 
escaped death, first of many deliverances. 
In his farm life and in his school days 
he was the energetic worker, the happy, 
friendly, unselfish companion of all who 
knew him. At eighteen came his awaken- 
ing, when he made his definite decision to 
accept Christ, a decision that would have 
been made at ten had some one spoken to 
the hungry-hearted lad. He had an am- 
bition to be a lawyer and a good politician, 
but all this was changed by reading the 
Memoirs of Robert Murray M’Cheyne, that 
mighty book which has moved so many 
toward God. His life was now aflame for 
God and for lost souls. Later, when the 
foreign missionary vision gripped him, 
through Mackay of Formosa, he became 
Canada’s young prophet to awaken his 
college and his church to the desperate 
need of the unreached millions. He ap- 
plied to the China Inland Mission, the 
first on the North American continent to 
apply to that great mission. But God’s 
plans were otherwise, and the students 
who had mocked his zeal and piety when 
he was at Knox rose under his leadership 
to start a mission of the Canadian Pres- 
byterian Church. This missionary revival 
came at the same time as the awakening 
among students at Northfield leading to the 
starting of the Student Volunteer Move- 
ment in 1886. Henry Frost was one of 
those set on fire by Goforth’s addresses 
at that time. 

Goforth’s training for China was not in 
his college work alone. When he reached 
Toronto he went into the slums seeking 
souls, leading as many as three souls to 
Christ in one afternoon’s visitation. He 
went into the jails and the brothels, visit- 
ing seventeen of these places on one street. 
Of the six years in this work, he spent four 
years as a city missionary of the Toronto 
Mission Union. In one summer, between 
his college terms, he visited nine hundred 
and sixty families in Toronto, preaching 
Christ and bringing cheer. After college, 
he went to a home mission field in Mus- 
koka district, with four preaching points 
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in an area of twelve miles by twenty-two, 
and he visited every single home in the 
district ! 

The open door into China for the Go- 
forths was beset by many adversaries, be- 
ginning wiih the dangerous voyage there 
on an untrustworthy boat. Indeed, every 
open door was contested by the Adversary, 
who seemed to know something of what 
would follow in the wake of these mission- 
aries. North Honan was the field allotted 
to the Canadian Presbyterians, and it was 
like Caleb’s Hebron. Hudson Taylor wrote 
to Goforth: “We as a mission have sought 
for ten years to enter the province of 
Honan from the south and have only just 
succeeded . . . Brother, if you would enter 
that Province, you must go forward on 
your knees.” These last words became the 
slogan of the North Honan Mission. And 
nothing but the miracle of God in answer 
to prayer could have broken down the 
strongholds. But those answers sent this 
pioneer missionary ever forward more zeal- 
ously after souls. : 

In the first year Goforth faced the fea 
that he could never get the Chinese lan- 
guage. Language was his poorest subject; 
and his beloved fellow missionary, whose 
strongest subject had been language de- 
voured the Chinese. But prayer prevailed, 
and a supernatural thing happened. Go- 
forth suddenly one day was able to speak 
so that the natives asked for him rather 
than for his partner. They found later 
that students in Toronto had gathered on 
that very day to pray for Goforth, and had 
had a strange sense of God’s presence. 

On fire for souls, Goforth would not 
listen to the suggestion that he should 
not mention Jesus the first time he spoke. 
He not only mentioned Jesus, but expected 
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the Holy Spirit to bring conviction and 
conversions the first time an audience heard. 
Breaking through the Presbytery’s doubts 
and fears, he finally opened a station near 
Changte, a city of a hundred thousand, and 
there began such evangelizing as had sel- 
dom been seen in China. Three months 
after the family arrived in Changte, Go- 
forth wrote: “During the last five weeks 
we have had such a number of men coming 
day by day that we have kept up constant 
preaching on an average of eight hours a 
day.” Converts multiplied, some of them 
notable trophies of grace, described in 
Goforth’s own book, “Miracle Lives in 
China.” 2 When the mission built a semi- 
foreign bungalow for the Goforths, there 
began an innovation in missionary work, 
open house for all the Chinese who would 
come and look through the foreign rooms 
and their contents. In bands of ten or 
twenty or more Goforth would lead the men 
through the house, while Mrs. Goforth 
took charge of the women. A Gospel ad- 
dress would come after inspection of the 
pump and the yard, before going through 
the house. The peak of visitors was 
reached one day in 1899, when 1,835 men 
passed through the house, and 500 women! 
A red dot was put on the map when a 
new community of believers sprang up, and 
before 1900 there were fifty red dots. 
And what was the cost of this great 
fruitage? In the first months all their 
belongings, furniture and wedding gifts 
and other precious possessions, were burned

Were Christ's Feet Nailed 
to the Cross? 


At dinner the other night (we had a 
friend in), argument arose from him that 
Christ’s feet were not nailed to the cross, 
which we had always believed was so; that 
Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John did not 
mention the fact either; that our “pictorial 
papers and magazines lead us to believe that 
Christ was nailed hands and feet to the 
cross. As this is not recorded in any of 
the Gospeis, where do we get this view 
from? Is it a fact that Christ’s feet were 
not nailed to the cross?—A Saskatchewan 
reader, 


One of the most remarkable prophecies 
in the entire Bible is Psalm 22. It was 
written by David, who lived a thousand 
years before Christ became man, and by 
divine inspiration it describes in minute 
detail the crucifixion of Christ and his 
physical and spiritual sufferings. The 
Psalm begins with the words spoken by our 
Lord on the cross: “My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” (Matt. 27: 
46.) It gives the taunts of Christ’s enemies 
as he hung on the cross: “He trusted on 
the Lord that he would deliver him: let 
him deliver him, seeing he delighted in 
him” (Psa. 22:8; Matt. 27:43). It con- 
tinues with a description of the sufferings 
of death by crucifixion: “I am poured out 





like water, and all my bones are out of 


joint: ... my tongue cleaveth to my jaws; 
THEY PIERCED MY HANDS AND MY 
FEET.” Then comes the amazing proph- 


ecy, fulfilled to the letter as are all proph- 
ecies: “They part my garments among 
them, and cast lots upon my vesture.” John 
19: 23, 24 records this prophecy of Psalm 
22, and tells how the soldiers, “when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his garments, ... 
and also his coat,” and “cast lots for it.” 
Dr. Scofield comments on Psalm 22, as “a 
graphic picture of death by crucifixion,” 
that “when it is remembered that cruci- 
fixion was a Roman, not Jewish, form of 
execution, the proof of inspiration is ir- 
resistible.” 

When the risen Lord Jesus appeared to 
his disciples after his crucifixion, and “they 
were terrified and affrighted, and supposed 
that they had seen a spirit,” he quieted their 
fears, saying: “Behold my hands and my 
feet, that it is I myself: handle me, and 
see; for a spirit hath not flesh and bones, 
as ye see me have. And when he had 
thus spoken, he shewed them his hands and 
his feet” (Luke 24:39, 40). 

Any attempt to prove that our Lord’s 
feet were not nailed to the cross betrays 
a strange ignorance of plain statements 
in the Bible.

How Soul-Winning Is Put First in Our Sunday School 


Where it is not taken for granted that teachers

Christian character is a vital part of 
our Sunday school work. But “birth” 
must precede “growth.” No one can grow 
Christian character who is not first born 
again. Therefore the first object of the 
Sunday school must be to win every boy 
and girl to the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Because we realize the supreme impor- 
tance of soul-winning in our Sunday school 
we cannot use any teacher, no matter how 
gifted, who has not himself been born again 
and who is not also deeply interested in 
bringing boys and girls to his Saviour. In 
the teachers’ meetings we pray by name 
for the boys and girls who have not yet 
confessed Christ as Saviour. The teachers 
are asked to pray daily for every child in 
their classes and to ask for heavenly wis- 
dom in speaking to them personally. 


Te HELP our children grow strong 


Where Scholars Become Soul-Winners 

Our aim is to have not only every 
teacher a soul-winner, but also to have 
every saved boy and girl in our Sunday 
school a soul-winner. Therefore we con- 
stantly stress the fact that every person 
is either saved or lost. We remind those 
who are saved that if they have any love 
for their unsaved friends or relatives they 
will make an effort to bring them to Christ. 
We tell them not only to invite people to 
Sunday school but also to tell them that 
they need to be saved and that Christ is 
the only One who can save. Some of 
our Sunday school children have spoken 
to their school friends of their Saviour, 
and one girl has even been the means of 
bringing one of her high school teachers 
to the Lord Jesus. 

If we have learned anything from our 
experiences in soul-winning it is the im- 
portance of keeping in close touch with the 
Saviour himself. He has worked among 
us in many different ways and at many dif- 
ferent times. Some children have been 
saved during Sunday school, some at home, 
some while visiting their teachers, and so 
forth. We feel responsible to have a per- 
sonal talk with each child in the Sunday 
school at some time in which to make a 
real attempt to lead him to Christ unless 
we have abundant evidence that he is al- 
ready truly saved. 

The first person to confess Christ in our 
Sunday school was a girl of twelve who 
was saved in class while we were memoriz- 
ing John 5:24. It was pointed out to the 
class that they had all “heard” God’s Word 
so that the only thing left for them to do 
was’ to believe that God sent his Son to 
die that they might be saved. When the 
class was dismissed this girl remained of 
her own accord to say with beaming face, 
“T do believe.” Not long after she became 
much concerned for the salvation of her 
father. Our united prayers were answered, 
and now he is a soul-winner himself. 

Some children do not realize that what 
is said in class is meant for them person- 
ally, no matter how hard one tries to make

put first, the new birth must precede 
growth in grace. The officers and 
teachers put into practice the wonder- 
ful words of the Lord Jesus to Nico- 
demus, and this makes for a spiritually 
healthy and growing school.

it individual. Another girl in this same 
class came regularly and,seemed interested 
but made no definite profession. One day 
she was a little slow leaving the classroom, 
so her teacher had an opportunity to ask 
her if she had accepted Christ as her own 
Saviour. She looked surprised and said: 
“IT do not know. I never thought of it 
before.” The next Sunday the teacher had 
an opportunity to ask her if she had thought 
about it yet. She said, “I can’t think of 
anything else.” The teacher had the joy 
of kneeling with her while she gave her 
heart to Christ. Later on she said how 
grateful she was that she had been asked 
that question. She said she had thought 
everything she had heard at Sunday school 
was “good talk,” but until she was asked 
by name if she had accepted the Saviour 
she did not take it personally. 


“How Do You Know You Are Saved?” 

In some cases it is difficult to get a child 
by himself to ascertain his spiritual state. 
Sometimes we find out a good deal by our 
written examinations. We give these to 
all classes old enough to write after they 
have finished each series of lessons. These 
tests give an opportunity to ask personal 
questions which the child might hesitate 
to answer orally. For instance, after ask- 
ing: “Who was saved when the city of 
Jericho was destroyed? What did she put 
in her window? What was it a picture 
of?” we went on: “What is the only 
thing that can save anyone from sin? Are 
you saved? How do you know?” 

The children are told to leave anything 
blank which they do not wish to answer. 
The majority answered the above ques- 
tions, however, and no two answers were 
alike. Here are answers given by four 
members of the class to the question, “How 
do you know?”: (1) “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved. I 
do.” (2) “Christ died for sinners. I know 
I am a sinner, so I know he died for me.” 


(3) “I asked the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
(4) “Because I do what's right.” We did 
not quite know what to make of the next 
to the last answer, and the last one was 
unsatisfactory. So an opportunity was 
watched for in which to ask these two chil- 
dren about their answers. 

The boy who wrote, “I asked the Lord 
Jesus Christ,” was asked just exactly what 
he meant by that answer. He looked up 
radiantly and said, “Why, I meant I asked 
the Lord Jesus Christ to save me, so of 
course he did.” That was his first con- 
fession of Christ. Since then he has brought 
a number of other boys to his Saviour. 

The girl who wrote, “Because { do what’s 
right,” had heard that good people go to 
Heaven, and she had been told that she 
was a good girl. It was explained to her 
that God’s holiness requires absolute per- 
fection, and she finally saw that she, too, 
needed the Saviour. Less than a year after 
writing the above she gave a very different 
answer. The questions this time were on 
God’s judgment upon the nation of Israel, 
and then the question was asked, “How 
may we be saved from the judgment God 
has said is coming on this earth?” This 
same girl wrote, “By taking the Lord 
Jesus as our Saviour right away.” Not 
long after she was used to bring her mother 
to the Lord. 


A 3-Point Questionnaire on Salvation 
Once we handed to every child able to 
read a small piece of paper on which was 
typewritten: (1) “I am not saved.” (2) 
“T want to be saved.” (3) “I know I am 
saved.” We asked each one to check 
whichever answer he would give if asked 
individually and then to sign his name. 
Every child who checked “I want to be 
saved” was interviewed personally by his 
teacher, and some were definitely saved. 
Occasionally we ask for decisions in 
the Sunday school. We have had the best 
results in doing this when both the Adults 
and the Beginners were elsewhere. The 
adults make the children self-conscious, 
and the Beginners distract them. On one 
occasion like this we believe eight children 
passed from death unto life. There was 
a hush over the entire room as one after 
another in his own words asked the Lord 
to save him. The next Sunday another 
girl asked if she might pray. She said she 
had wanted to the week before, but had 
been afraid to do so. She prayed: “O 
Lord Jesus, I believe you died for me, and 
I thank you very much. Please wash all 
my sins away. Please help me not to tell 
lies any more or be mean. I want to be- 
long to you forever and ever. Amen.” 
These nine children, together with those 
saved earlier, asked if they could have a 
weekly prayer meeting in which to pray 
for their friends and relatives. They have 
had many remarkable answers to prayer in 
this little service. And praying for others 
makes them more anxious to speak to them 
about the Lord. Two of these girls found 
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a child in their school who knew nothing 
about Heaven or the way to get there. 
They told her all they could while walking 
home from school, and when they found 
there was no Bible in her home one of 
them gave her a Testament. They bring 
her to Sunday school and say that they 
pray for her every day. 

To summarize, I would say that we put 
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soul-winning first in our Sunday school 
by praying that we, and every saved soul 
in the Sunday school, may always realize 
its supreme importance and may in depend- 
ence upon the Lord seek to reach every one 
who comes, in some way, at some time, with 
a definite appeal to accept Jesus Christ as 
Saviour and Lord.

Mastering the Bible in All Our Classes 


Learning how to find the Bible books and references quickly, 
and using Bible names in an enjoyable game

While we have received great help and 
blessing from the International Uniform 
Lesson helps found in THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 
TiMEs, we have supplemented these studies 
with a course from Genesis to Revelation 
direct from the Bible. It takes several 
years to cover this latter course, as only 
a part of the class time each week is given 
to it. But we have felt it well worth 
while because of the sustained interest and 
the “Bible-as-a-whole” background it has 
imparted. 

However, through tests and review ques- 
tions, we learned that although apparently 
understood and enjoyed at the time of study, 
a large per cent of the Bible facts were 
speedily forgotten. We were happy to see 
spiritual growth in the lives of many of our 
pupils, but we discovered two main lacks in 
our pupils’ Bible mastery: 1. They were not 
at home in the Bible, that is, able to lo- 
cate Scripture passages intelligently and 
rapidly, and 2. They did not associate ac- 
curately Bible characters, happenings, or 
places with their names. 

For ourselves these needs had _ been 
largely met around the family altar from 
earliest childhood. But many of our 
scholars come from non-Christian homes, 
and some of their homes are even anti- 
Christian, making the pupils’ attendance 
a weekly answer to prayer. So the Sun- 
day school must do its best to make up 
to them for the spiritual losses and lacks 
in their homes. What could we do about 
it? The methods we have employed in 
answer to this question have passed through 
many stages through the years, but I will 
describe them as they have worked out most 
usefully. 

Beginning in the Primary class we teach 
them the names of the books of the Bible, 
taking about two new names each Sun- 
day, giving careful attention to correct 
pronunciation. Each week we review the 
names learned already in at least one of 
the following ways: 


1. The class recites the names in con- 
cert, while the teacher watches their lips 
to learn weak spots needing special drill. 

2. Begin “Genesis” with any pupil and 
let each say a different name as the turns

Which way must you turn to 
find Exodus? Revelation? 2 Kings? 
Esther?” and so on. 


After making them thus familiar with 
location and pronunciation of Bible names, 
we go on to lessons in finding places in 
the Bible. Even among adult classes we 
have noticed when Scripture references are 
given out, some rummage through the 
leaves from beginning to end, some turn 
to the index to find where the book is, and 
some sit helpless, making no attempt to 
look up the reference, 


For use in Bible searching the teacher 
has a loose-leaf notebook with a list of 
references suitable for oral reading, using 
a separate leaf for those in each Bible 
book. She writes the chosen reference on 
the blackboard, or displays a flash-card with 
it on, reading it only once. With it writ- 
ten before them there is no confusion or 
repetition. While the more skillful schol- 
ars are searching independently, the teacher 
gives help to slow or timid ones. About 
ten references are enough for one lesson. 

We teach them first to locate “Genesis,” 
“Psalms,” and “Revelation.” In the Pri- 
mary classes we display a printed card with 
the name on it, so they can recognize the 
right name in their Bible by comparison. 
They look up these three books one by one, 
noticing how ezch is divided into chapters, 
and turning to the end to see how many 
chapters there are in them. Then they 
close their Bibles and try to open them 
at whichever book the teacher names, stand- 
ing up if they are successful. (Inciden- 
tally, they delight in these activities and 
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Bible drills much more than coloring or 
other handwork.) 

The second Sunday we add “Exodus” to 
the other three names and drill in the same 
way. The first chapter they love to locate 
is Psalm 23 which they have already memo- 
rized. They also find other chapters. 

In three more Sundays we have in- 
cluded all of the Pentateuch in our drill, 
and by this time verse numbers may be 
explained to them without being confused 
with chapter numbers. They love to stand 
up when they have found the given chapter 
and verse, waiting turns to read it aloud. 
“Primaries” can only read short verses 
or verses they have memorized. If the 
class is large and of varying ability, the 
teacher may have a question ready which 
calls for silent reading of the verse by the 
quick ones while the slower ones are still 
hunting it. 

Matthew is the next book whose location 
we learn after the Pentateuch. Then Mark, 
Luke, and John on successive Sundays. 
By systematic reviews, and systematically 
adding new books, familiarity with Scrip- 
ture books grows, and enthusiasm is un- 
wavering. Though we have not yet 
searched all the books in the Primary or 
Intermediate classes, we feel that each week 
we are making the pupils more at home in 
Holy Writ. In older classes it is possible 
to proceed must faster. 

When an older class is skilled enough 
in locating the various books, a Bible names 
game furnishes pleasant and profitable drill 
both in locating references and in memo- 
rizing facts. For this game the teacher 
makes a list of important names as she 
comes to them in the Bible. Opposite each 
name she writes a suitable reference con- 
taining the name. Having this ready, it is 
easy to select a name suitable to the abil- 
ity of the class, and say for instance, ‘““What 
was the name of Moses’ wife?” — Exodus 
2:21. The same questions may be re- 
peated from time to time until the class 
knows the answers without looking them 
up. But until every one knows the answers, 
no one may answer them till he has looked 
them up, whether he himself already knows 
the answers or not. : 

For clinching these names in the pupils’ 
minds, we have prepared notebooks made 
of stiff advertising cardboard, hinged with 
pieces of old window shades and covered 
with attractive wali paper samples for each 
child. (Mothers like them, too, to take 
home and use for Bible drill there.) They 
are large enough to contain half sheets of 
typewriter paper, and are held together by 
round-head brass fasteners, so new sheets 
may be added week by week. On each sheet 
are printed at least ten questions with 
multiple choice answers. They begin with 
Creation and go on through the Bible. 
The children pay great attention to the 
lessons, so as to get perfect scores in cross- 
ing out the incorrect answers. Having 
done this, they have important Bible ques- 
tions and answers in their possession in 
readable form for further study and use. 
They love to be chosen to stand up and 
read the class the questions, and check the 
answers from their own notebooks. It is good 
training in the recognition and reading of 
Bible names which are often unfamiliar in 
appearance without this, as they do not 
occur in ordinary reading. 

In our Young People’s and Adult classes, 
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for drill we sometimes have a Bible pas- 
sage guessing game. We begin to read 
some Scripture, stopping as soon as some 
one is able to name the book from which 
it is taken. By choosing passages which 
are varied and significant, reviewing often, 
and gradually adding more, we have devel- 
oped appreciation of the style of many of 
the inspired writers, which draws foith 
comments such as, “That sounds like 
James,” and the like. This is an immeas- 
urable help in determining where a certain 
Scripture is likely to be found. 

We have also typewritten sixty-six cards, 
each of which contains a synopsis of one 
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Bible book. The name of the part HRD NAGE SRE Matera you? We need

name of the book. This gives a good gen- 
eral idea of the contents of each book. 

In all our efforts to attain Bible mas- 
tery in our classes, our desire and prayer 
is that our Lord will put into the hearts 
of our pupils a love and reverence for his 
Word, a feeling that the Bible is a dear, 
familiar book, not only to be cherished and 
read, but to turn to for help and guidance 
in time of need.

“Bombers Coming!” Shriek the Sirens in China 


By Charles Ernest Scott, D.D. 














Out of the carnage in China comes this record of Christian courage and persistence. It 

is a letter written last November by Dr. Scott to his many friends in America. It 

gives as much interesting and authoritative news as many a press report, but it differs 

from them in that here one may see the light of the Gospel shining with undimmed 
brilliance against the black background. 


out,” by our Government, to Tsingtao, 

famed coast city of our province, sup- 
posedly a place of safety. After getting 
my family settled, I returned to Tsinan for 
flood-famine relief work in my field. The 
southwest section had been hard hit by 
three “minor” woes — unprecedented rains 
for three months, earthquake, and the Yel- 
low River “opening its mouth” in two 
places within thirty days, fifteen and five 
li respectively from Ch’ang Ch’ing City, 
where we have one of several large chapel 
plants: While thousands of men were fev- 
erishly straining to close one breach in 
the dyke, a second broke; 135 villages were 
completely wrecked, in an area 90 by 20 li. 
Many other villages on the periphery were 
destroyed ; 65,000 people were drowned out, 
What villages the rains did not melt down, 
the earthquakes shook down; what these 
two did not overwhelm, the Yellow River 
ruined. We went over these fields in boats. 
No possibility of planting fall wheat or 
spring crops. Many must starve or freeze 
to death—now homeless, foodless, clothe- 
less. For this relief work we have received 
$1,000, and hope to receive $10,000 more. 
But what is this among so many? The 
Famine Relief Commission say that, for 
every dollar we produce, they will match 
it with another. 

We as Americans have been greatly em- 
barrassed by our consuls being ordered to 
close consulates and leave their posts. This, 
in a country with whose Government we 
are at peace; and apparently at the prac- 
tical dictation of a cruel invader — the first 
time in American history that any Admin- 
istration has forced its representatives to 
leave their posts in time of danger, and 
just when most needed. Other nationals in 
China have pointed the finger at us, re- 
minding us that their representatives stuck; 
and ealling the policy of our Government 
“selfish, cowardly, immoral.” 

For a while it was lonesome business in 
Tsinan — only several doctors in our Chee- 
loo Hospital in the South Suburb, and I

in the East Suburb to hold down our com- 
pound. Almost daily the sirens screeched, 
“Bombers coming!” When they did, their 
“eggs” usually killed and wounded only 
innocent, helpless civilians. Our house 
cellar was at each warning signal filled 
with drawn-faced mothers and crying babes 
—really no protection against 500-pound 
bombs. Nor was our flag, or our station 
as possessed of schools and hospitals. Ed- 
ucational, missionary, medical, cultural, and 
philanthropic institutions are the special 
“hate” of the invader. 

Our station field is a rectangle lying 
long, north and south; the  trunk-line 
Tientsin-Nanking railroad runs through its 
whole length. Many of the towns and mar- 
kets along this line have been again and 
again mercilessly and savagely bombed, as 
well as outlying villages on either side — 
as they have been all over China — appar- 
ently with the long and deliberately plan- 
ned purpose, as malign as it is sinister, to 
terrorize the people and to break their 
morale. 

The airmen have proved themselves ex- 
perts in bombing trains full of refugee 
women and children, and those with Red 
Cross flags carrying wounded soldiers. 
When trains in our field have stopped to 
allow passengers to scatter and flatten out 
in the fields or hide, the bird-men have 
swooped low and machine-gunned them, 
even when they sought the sacred shelter 
of trees in the ancestral graveyards. They 
seem to know when and where the five-day 
markets are held, and bomb the country 
people there as they are buying and selling 
their goods. 

About the middle of October was the 
worst panic, when the invaders, only one 
hour north on the railroad, were expected 
to make their entry as conquerors into our 
great provincial capital. On that Sunday 
and the day preceding thousands of people 
fled from the city, using every possible 
method of conveyance, and at enormous 
prices. On that day our church leaders 
came to me and said, “Pastor, you are 
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tm prévéncet” » IL replied, “I do 
“now, but to stand 
by you.” The terror was accentuated by 
the blood-curdling reports that they daily 
heard from dispossessed and homeless refu- 
gees fleeing southward as to the tactics 
of the invaders, when they came to each 
village in their swath of conquest. They 
put old men and women in their front line 
of battle, Manchu soldiers next, Koreans 
in the third, and the Japanese regulars be- 
hind. Long distance field guns, tanks, and 
air bombers prepared the way for the ad- 
vance of their infantry. Each village ap- 
proached was first surrounded, those who 
attempted to escape were shot; those sus- 
pected of possessing means were tortured 
for their wealth; babes were sent back to 
Japan to be trained for cannon-fodder ; stu- 
dents, killed; able-bodied men, forced to do 
heavy manual work for the invaders; food, 
grain, goods, and clothes were taken (what 
they did not want was destroyed or de- 
filed) ; work animals and live stock driven 
off —even cats and dogs taken; girls and 
young women forced to go to camp with 
the invaders. Day after day I had to hear 
these tales from pastors and Christians, 
refugees from our country field, until my 
soul was filled with unspeakable distress. 

It so happened that on three different 
Sundays, when I was to preach in our 
Compound Church in Chinese at 11 A. M., 
the sirens at 10.30 screeched “Bombers 
coming!” Nevertheless the Christians 
stood their ground, stayed on in the church 
building, and we finished the service “as 
per usual.” 

These are “parlous times.” No man 
knoweth what an hour will. bring forth. 
Our hearts ache continually for the peo- 
ple in their unutterable distress. But for 
strong faith in the integrity of God and 
in the surety of his promises, we would 
feel that the bottom had dropped out of 
everything — certainly out of the sanctity 
of international law, and out of the inviola- 
bility of governmental written pledges. 
Our pastoral privilege remains; indeed, our 
principal function these days seems to be 
to try to console and hearten the people, 
in conference and by prayers. To listen 
continually to the tales of their extrane- 
ously imposed woes, so appalling, and to 
these horrors so unnecessary, is almost 
maddening. Pray for them and for us. , 

As one of our medical missionaries wrote 
our ambassador: “It now remains for the 
missionaries on the field to salvage what 
is left of the friendship of the Chinese peo- 
ple for our Government —no small job.” 

This is no year to wish you “Merry” 
Christmas ; but we do wish you the blessing 
promised of our Lord, the peace of God in 
the midst of trouble, which the world know- 
eth not and cannot take away. Mrs. Scott 
and the children join in best greetings.

to learn that “theft, murder, violence, 

and suicide are increasing from year 
to year in thorough disproportion to the 
increase of the Jewish population.” Yet 
this is the report in the Palestine Review. 
“If we are entitled to be proud of our 
geniuses and to consider that they repre- 
sent us, we must admit that robbers and 
murderers also represent our public.” 

“The year 5697 (1936-7) was, in its 
criminality, the sequel to the luxuriousness 
which prevailed among us in the year 5694, 
when we lived for the moment and specu- 
lated on the moment. During those years 
much bitterness accumulated among those 
who were not, as it were, at the feast. 
Seeds of poison were sowed and at this 
period of drought we are reaping the har- 
vest of those seeds.” 

Then follow words which might have 
come out of the Book of Isaiah: 

“Is there no other way to build up ex- 
cept by taking from others, by exploitation, 
by encouraging grabbing employees and 
wealthy patrons, who thrive at the expense 
of the public? Is there no other course 
but to trample the needy, to despise the 
poor, and at the same time to travel in 
splendid automobiles, to starve the unem- 
ployed, and to don fine dresses and to adorn 
one’s house with costly ware, and to take 
trips abroad by borrowing money at in- 
terest? 

“On the one hand thousands of poverty- 
stricken people, planters, and ploughmen, 
farmers not born on the soil, living on 
little, almost entirely nourished by the sanc- 
tity of their idealism, while the towns are 
hectic as bee-hives with people snatching 
at life, seeking profits and comforts, and 
among them not a few who scoff at ideal- 
ism. 

“Each of us feels the humiliation. Each 
of us cries out secretly, or aloud, Is this 
our Land of Israel? Are these our Jews? 
Was it for this we worked all our lives 
in the Diaspora?” 

“These be the days of vengeance” (Luke 
21:22), said the Lord in predicting the 
punishment of Israel. These days have 
not yet run out. But after those days, 
saith the Lord; I will put my laws into 
their mind, and write them in their hearts: 
and I will be to them a God, and they shall 
be to me a people” (Heb. 8: 10). 

Then the reports from Palestine will be 
very different. 


Cree in Palestine.—It is disquieting 


A repudiation of evolution from a new 
angle. Professor Dr. David Katz, Profes- 
sor of Animal Psychology in the Univer- 
sity of Stockholm, lately read a paper 
before the Philosophical Society of Stock- 
holm, sharply criticizing the Evolution the- 
ory on the ground of the fundamental 
psychical differences between man and the 
animal world. Katz expresses his agree- 
ment with Professor Ernst Cassirer in the 
belief that man’s psychical faculties are an 
urfenomenon, an original phenomenon, not 
te be accounted for in any way by natural 


evolutionary processes. This reminds one 
of the solemn statement in Genesis, “So 
God created man in his own image.” 

Professor Katz believes that man and 
animals react altogether differently to their 
perceptions, that perception constitutes in 
animals a command and an order from 
nature which must be obeyed; that in man 
on the contrary perception gives opportu- 
nity for choice of action. The animal is 
not free as man: its action is unintelligent. 
Instinct is the all-powerful dictator which 
controls the animal world in contrast to 
man.

A Romish Shrine 


A writer in L’ Aurore describes 
certain things that he witnessed at 
the great French Canadian shrine 
of Ste. Anne de Beaupré, above 
Quebec. There is a Magazin de 
P Eglise, or church shop, to which 
pilgrims come and are shown 
around by a priest-guide. It is filled 
with gifts that pilgrims have made 
to St. Anne in the past,— watches, 
bracelets, jewelry, rings, old pic- 
tures, cabinets, precious goblets, 
rich household ornaments, which 
run kack to France of past centu-, 
ries, — all given by those who have 
been at the shrine, and which are 
now on saie. Nine salaried clerks 
are busy selling the most beautiful 
and the most valuable. It is a sort 
of religious Mont-de-piété, or pawn- 
broking business, 














children have stood and still stand at the 
top.” He thinks this is due partly to the 
fact that German ministers’ wives are above 
the average. Their husbands have sought 
those who could assist them in their public 
work as leaders of women’s societies and 
in charities, and as helpers and counselors. 
The inherited superiority then of ministers’ 
children rests ganz sweifellos (“without a 
shadow of doubt’) on the intellectual selec- 
tion from both sides, 

This will interest and perhaps amuse min- 
isters’ wives on this side of the Atlantic. 
But is not the real reason for the alleged 
superiorities the blessing of God on Chris- 
tian families? “Them that honour me I 
will honour.” 


The Importance of the Old Testament. 
—Professor Dr. Procksch of the University 
of Erlangen writes: “The Church as 
Church of Christ is not liberal (in its the- 
ology.) Liberalism is a foreign substance 
carried about in the Church’s body. It 
must be ejected if the Church is to become 
well again.” 

Of the Old Testament he continues: 

“It was Christ’s Bible, the only book he 
can be proved to have read. Out of Scrip- 
ture he drew the proofs of his own mis- 
sion. The Scriptures which he ordered us 
to search he declared to be a witness to 
himself. Hence it carries eternal life in 
itself. One must reckon with Jesus Christ 
if one is to deal with the Old Testament. 

“This God of the Old Testament, Lord 
of Heaven and earth, is his Father in 
Heaven to whom he stands in special rela- 
tion of Sonship, not the relation of human 
sonship or of adoption, but that of an 
equality of nature. Take the God of the 
Old Testament out of the portrait of Christ, 
slander this God as they are doing today 
in Germany, and one thereby tears the heart 
out of Christ. Jesus is inconceivable with- 
out the God of the Old Testament to whom 
he prayed as to God and Father. One can- 
not destroy this historical background 
without destroying his own personal his- 
toricity. 

“One cannot preach in the Areopagus in 
Athens or the Forum in Rome with the 
past of Greece and Rome as the background 
of Christ. One cannot set forth Christ 
detached from his Palestinian and Israel- 
itish mother-earth. Only in Jerusalem and 
Judea, in the Old Testament of the Bible, 
are the presuppositions at hand which make 
his historical appearance understandable. 
Here only does his form take on shape 
and color, lightened by a light in which 
that of the world and that of eternity won- 
derfully blend. In the counsel of God he 
came to earth not as Aryan or Chinese but 
as member of the despised Jewish race 
which has found its fate bound up with him. 
We cannot correct history without wound- 
ing the reality in which eternal truth 
abides.” 


The Christian Association Restoration 
represents the revolt against the Modernist 
machine of the Disciples of Christ. Leon 
Myers, editor of the Restoration Herald, 
recounts the devastation that apostasy has 
brought about in Disciples’ missions. In 
substance his account is as follows: 


“In Tibet Dr. Shelton became a martyr 
and the result was the raising of $50,000 
for Tibet and the sending of eighteen adult 
missionaries, The United Society took 
charge and, by the substitution of the social 
gospel of Modernism for the Gospel Shel- 
ton preached, drove every one of them out 
of Tibet, using the money for other purposes 
without regard for the principle involved. 


“In the Philippines I helped to build up 
the best financed program our brotherhood 
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ever had anywhere on this earth, including 
a Hospital, a Seminary, churches, and a host 
of twenty-two missionaries. The United 
Society took charge, and in ten years drove 
all these missionaries out of the island, 
sold all our property for a pittance, and 
even drove a whole congregation of native 
Christians to [another denomination].” 

In Louisiana, in the French field, the 
United Society sent G. K. Lewis, their 
leader with instructions which he carried 
out to the letter. With a court order ac- 
companied by a sheriff, he drove a congre- 
gation of French Christians only into the 
street, away from the Lord’s table because 
they refused to accept the program of the 
social gospel. This great work which had 
converted 6,000 Catholics was thrown away 
and today every church, built with over 
$30,000 of our missionary money, stands 
vacant while the 6,000 Christians only wor- 
ship ... in little buildings and halls. ... In 
Jamaica hundreds of thousands of dollars 
of mission money, the life work of scores 
of missionaries, was .. . thrown to the 
winds by the United Society.... [And so 
in Japan, Mexico, and elsewhere.] 

“The Christian Restoration Association 
has with other independent agencies saved 
the cause in most of the above-named fields. 
We now have... over three million dol- 
lars in vested interests and have a pro- 
gram of missions both at home and abroad 
upon which the sun never sets. . . . We 
utterly repudiate all agencies that are con- 
nected with the United Society. ... We 
are making headway, and last year our 
eleven loyal colleges produced 123 of the 
202 graduates into the ministry of our 
brotherhood. It does not take a prophet 
nor the son of a prophet to figure out what 
the results will be.” 


The Post Office Christian Association 
in China gives a fine report of work, in 
the Friends Witness. “In our last letter 
we mentioned the discovery of 1,300 newly 
opened post offices, many of which had been 
laboriously traced from a new postal atlas. 
Money to send a New Testament to each 
has come and the balance is promised. We 
never cease to marvel at the far-reaghing 
effects of this systematic circulation. For 
actual influence the annual circulation of 
345,600 copies of the Gospel Message may 
easily be multiplied by five. 

“There is a deepening feeling of pos- 
session among the men in regard to the 
Post Office Christian Association, and many 
of their letters are couched in very affec- 
tionate language. Some of them have been 
corresponding with us for well-nigh a 
quarter of a century, and they have come 
to regard us, whom they have never seen, 
as their spiritual advisers. They receive 
nothing but the unadulterated Gospel, as 
contained in the only revelation vouchsafed 
to man, without apologies and without 
omissions, and God has blessed the truth 
to many a heart. 

“Some 21,600 pivotal men, placed at stra- 
tegic points over a country larger than 
Europe, each received throughout the year 
sixteen copies of definitely Gospel maga- 
zines with clockwork regularity. An aver- 
age of 885 New Testaments and Bibles 
are sent to newly opened offices, and sev- 
eral thousand tracts and booklets to in- 
quirers and members. About 500 letters 
are annually received and answered.” 

The number of letters received from tele- 
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graph and telephone officials is increasing 
considerably. A telegraph manager in 
Manchoukuo wrote to ask how to become 
a Christian. A soldier in Kweichow prov- 
ince says he is anxious to believe, but does 
not know the true doctrine. “We sent 
him the New Testament, ‘Safety, Certainty, 
and Enjoyment,’ Dr. Griffith John’s ‘Gate 
of Virtue and Wisdom’; we also sent his 
letter to the nearest China Inland Mission.” 


Dr. Pullen of Spezia has_ recently 
preached in the independent republic of 
San Marino which is said to date from the 
fourth century. It is difficult of access, in 
the high Apennines, but has a kindly, in- 
dustrious people. This is believed to be 
the first time that the Gospel in its purity 
has come io this Italian people, though the 
first authentic document relating to it dates 
back to 885!- There are less than 10,000 
people in this échantillon de république 
(“sample of a republic”), as Napoleon called 
it. It lies not far from Ravenna and 
Forli (Mussolini’s home town). 





-A Buddhist Shrine 


A convert to Christ, Miss Hi- 
rota of Niigata Ken, Japan, was 
brought up in a strongly Buddhist 
atmosphere. She tells of her ex- 
periences as a Buddhist. “ When I 
was about fifteen I went with the 
older pupils and teachers on an 
educational excursion to the city of 
Nagano. We visited the Temple of 
Good Works (Zenkoji Temple). 
Here is a long dark passage at the 
end of which is the principal altar. 
In front of this hangs a key. The 
notion is that all who succeed in 
finding and grasping this key in the 
dark are people of righteous life 
and will go to Gokuraku, the Bud- 
dhist heaven. When the school 
boys and girls reached the spot there 
was a mad scramble to find the 
key. Hats were knocked off and 
blows exchanged. Finally I came 
away without having touched it. 
My heart was heavy as lead, for 
it meant I was unrighteous and 
would not go to Heaven.” 

Happier experiences, however, 
were in store for her. She has 
found Him who was dead and is 
alive for evermore and has the keys 
which open the door of death. 














Heathen Appraisalism.—Caodaism in 
Cochin China takes into its ample worship 
not only Buddha, Confucius, Laotse, but also 
Christ. “Pope Trung showed me the Annam- 
ese Bible he had bought from one of our col- 
porteurs,” writes Mr. Carlson, “and as- 
sured me that he and we were in the same 
work. They have taken quotations from 
meny religious books, including the Bible, 
to make up their liturgy, but I found, of 
course, that Trung himself was wholly 
ignorant of the Word. The spiritistic 
element in this cult explains it. They use 
the ouija board. One of the leaders read 
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me a paper dictated by the Great Intel- 
ligence. Pictures of the Eye, the symbol 
of the Great Intelligence, are sold to thou- 
sands for thirty-five cents, and are wor- 
shiped in the homes, It is a religion of 
ancestor worship, of ritual and robes, a 
formidable cult of 700,000 people, an enemy 
and competitor of Christian teaching.” 
Tonquin and Cochin China are over- 
populated and poverty-stricken. At least 
half the people are always hungry, some 
having only a bowl of rice every two days. 
They eat dogs, rats, snakes, bugs, worms. 
The homes are dark, damp hovels. Hardly 
a person who is not drenched with malaria! 
What a place to carry on mission work! 
Yet the Christian Alliance has a growing 
church — fruit of infinite self-sacrifice; and 
the natives are being trained for mission 
work, “Seven Annamese couples have 
taken up their ministry in fever zones 
where they have endured much hardness.” 


The Real Trouble-Maker in Spain.— 
Percy Buffard, who has back of him thirty 
years of evangelism in Spain, denies cate- 
gorically that the present conflict is be- 
tween Communism and _ Fascism but 
primarily between clericalism and anti-cleri- 
calism. In rebel territory evangelical work- 
ers have been consistently murdered. There 
is no anti-God movement. Even in Com- 
munist papers, when Romanism is bitterly 
denounced, Christ is always spoken of with 
respect. 

In a little village in the South of Spain 
a leading lay preacher was recently taken 
out and shot, with the words, “That wilt 
end your preaching.” Then they ransacked 
his house, brought out all Scriptures found, 
and made a bonfire in the streets with 
them. 

Before the Republic there had been much 
persecution in a town in Central Spain. 
At the instigation of a priest two evangel- 
ists were put in prison with twenty-three 
men who had been listening to them. The 
floor of the underground cell was so filthy 
that they could not sit down. So the two 
evangelists preached all night, taking turns. 
Three men, then converted, are now elders 
in the local church there. 

After the Republic was proclaimed the 
same two evangelists were invited to preach 
in the town bull-ring. The mayor pre- 
sided, the town crier made the announce- 
ment, and 3,000 people gathered to hear the 
Word. During the first two years of the 
Republic open-air meetings were held in 
market places and squares all over 
Spain. 

In contrast with this was the effect -of 
religious liberty in prisons and among 
troops. Attendance on mass was no longer 
compulsory. Result, a fall of attendance 
in one prison from 800 to 3 and in a gar- 
rison from 600 to 1! It can be seen that 
the Church of Rome is fighting for its 
life in Spain. Its back is against the 
wall. 

(Later.) Ellen Wilkinson, M.P., after 
a visit to Spain confirms Mr. Buffard. She 
puts the whole blame without qualification 
on the Church of Rome and the great land- 
owners. “The Church of Rome is not only 
in politics: it is politics. It is also a huge 
business concern owning, for example, rail- 
ways and the street-car system of Madrid. 
Any industrial strike was a strike against 
the Church.” 


Another writes: “There is a great and 
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constant distribution of annotated Spanish 
New Testaments to the Republican soldiers 
as they go to the front. Some carry them 
for their companions in the trenches and 
many have been transformed by them. 
The Director of the Circulating Libraries 
for Soldiers came to Pastor Fliedner for 
a hundred copies of these Faivre New 
Testaments. Fliedner placed two hundred 
with him, and promised a personal copy 
to any soldier who should ask for one.” 

Certainly this is not the attitude of Mos- 
cow Bolshevism! 


Italian Evangelists Evangelizing Amer- 
icana.—I get such reports as these: John 
Carrara has been conducting meetings in 
Indianola, Iowa, in the Friends’ church. 
Meetings had to be transferred to the Bap- 
tist church, and finally to the Methodist 
auditorium with a capacity of 2,500. A 
hundred conversions reported. Anthony 
Sforza is working in Chicago, and of An- 
thony Zeoli’s meetings in Pontiac, Mich., 
it is said, “There was a great harvest of 
souls.” 


An amazing book, Der Katholizismus, 
Sein Stirb und Werde (“Catholicism, Its 
Death and Revival’) has just appeared in 
Germany. It is the product of both lay 
and clerical pens, and pleads for evangelical 
religion within the Roman Church. Its 
authors attack the teaching of Transsub- 
stantiation and such myths of the Church 
as that of Peter’s primacy; they appeal for 
mother tongues instead of Latin in the 
liturgies; ask for greater place for preach- 
ing in church services and more widespread 
use of the Bible. They also denounce celi- 
bacy of the clergy, and in general have 
adopted the program, “Back to the Gospel.” 
They are friendly to Protestantism and de- 
sire a mutual inter-penetration, “a synthesis 
of Catholic humility and Protestant self- 
determination, of Catholic form and fixity 
with Protestant freedom and mobility.” 

In this connection one may add that the 
“Kepler Bible,” a German translation of 
the Bible published under Catholic auspices, 
was sold last year in Germany to the num- 
ber of 250,000 copies. 


A tribute to English Christian students 
comes from The Guardian, a stiff. Anglican 
weekly, which is publishing impressions of 
the religious life in English universities. 
Mr. Vidler of the Anglo-Catholic Oratory 
at Cambridge University says of the Cam- 
bridge Inter-Collegiate Christian Union: 

“It is run on old-fashioned evangelical 
lines and in spite of its fundamental the- 
ology always succeeds in engaging the keen 
adherence of a number of undergraduates. 
Their consistency of conduct, their mission- 
ary enthusiasm, and their methods of prop- 
aganda, however unwise, often put to shame 
the comparative lethargy and indefiniteness 
of other Christians.” 


A Significant Gathering.—On the ninth 
of January. Mussolini received in the 
Palazzo Venezia the entire body of Italian 
Archbishops and Bishops together with 
2,000 parish priests. In a short address he 


dwelt on the enormous importance of the 
agreement to which the Italian Government 
and the Roman Church had come in 19209. 
“Since then relations had been excellent, 
and especially during the Abyssinian war.” 
He praised the clergy for their efforts to 
make Italy economically _ self-sufficient. 
They should also co-operate in making the 
Italian country people -healthy and devout 
and should actively work to increase the 
population of Italy, “for only numerous 
families make possible the great battalions 
needed for victory. Italy, the Catholic 
nation, has through its reproductive powers 
the duty of becoming a bulwark of Chris- 
tian civilization.” 

Mgr. Nogera, replying for the assembled 
clergy, assured Mussolini of the devotion 
of the clergy and of its readiness to co- 
operate in his policies. “They wish Italy 
to be model mistress of the whole world 
with Rome as the revered seat of the Vicar 
of Christ.” 


Missions in Angola.—The Portuguese 
mission priest, Father Correia, working in 
Angola, has given witness to the usefulness 
of Protestant missions both in his book, 
A Largues do Reino de Deos (“The Ex- 
pansion of the Kingdom of God’), and in 
the Lisbon Journal of Commerce and Col- 
onies. In the last publication on the twen- 
ty-eighth of May, 1937, he remarked: 

“Angola even today has more foreign 
Protestant missionaries than Portuguese. 
Mozambique is in a similar case. They 
benefit the natives with schools, dispen- 
saries, and even hospitals. To curse these 
workers from foreign churches, to demand 
that they be expelled, would be ungrateful 
on the part of the Portuguese. 

“It would be contemptible! It would 
lower us before our own conscience and 
carry with it the condemnation and con- 
tempt of other nations, if a people that does 
not realize its own responsibilities should 
bite the hand helping those whom we should 
have lifted up to God and the Gospel.” 

And even a former bishop of Angola, 
Dr. Vidal Lima, says of Evangelical mis- 
sions, “Regard this work as we will, no 
one can deny that wherever these mis- 
sionaries have been the Catholic missionary 
finds the soil broken for his seed-sowing.” 
Then he mentions as a by-product of Prot- 
estant missions “carpenters in abundance, 
blacksmiths, shoemakers, masons, tailors, 
and so on.” (He might have added that 
Angola’s fine exportable rice was first 
grown by Messrs. Sanders and Hollenbeck, 
that bananas, now a staple food, were 
brought to the southern Angola highlands 
by W. C. Bell, that soy beans, cultivated 
under the direction of Dr. Cammack at 
Chissamba, promise to become an impor- 
tant economic factor, and that the fruit 
orchards of the Chilonda missions have 
attained fame throughout the land.) 

Dr. Oliveira Salazar, the Portuguese 
Premier, is a strong Catholic. It is there- 
fore noteworthy that he should say, “The 
state does not serve confessional ends, and 
consequently the Catholic religion cannot 
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be considered the religion of the state; 
neither should the state mix in religious 
questions.” 

This has a reassuring tone, and it may 
be that the vexatious restrictions of late 
upon Protestant missions in Angola will 
soon pass away. It is significant that the 
government has granted recent permission 
to the South Africa General Mission to 
carry on work at Catota in Southern An- 
gola, and that the Portuguese Baptist Mis- 
sion is to be permitted to found a new 
station near Nova Lisbon. The difficulties 
of the Swiss Mission seem to be remedied. 


The Passing of the Shrines.— Mr. Galli- 
more of Waichow, China, writes: “Officials 
in Waichow have decreed that all idols 
and shrines shall be destroyed and the tem- 
ples put to other uses, — generally as bar- 
racks for soldiers. So all about the city 
one sees piles of brick and tiles, remnants 
of old shrines. There is a large Taoist 
Monastery in a beautiful spot facing West 
Lake. When the bells toll the monks 
gather, one by one, before the immense 
idols, burn incense and mumble prayers. 
But now one sees soldiers about; the monks 
are gone, and not an idol is to be seen. 
When one young soldier was asked where 
they are he pointed to the lake and said, 
‘Over there.’ ” 

This is China. And England? At a 
recent diocesan festival for children the 
Bishop of Salisbury in cope and mitre, told 
the little ones that “in the ball at the top 
of the Salisbury Cathedral spire lies, as 
it has lain for centuries, a little leaden 
casket containing what is believed to be 
a tiny portion of our Lady’s robe, thus 
linking the cathedral with the truth of 
Bethlehem!” 


Brief Notes.—The indebtedness of the 
Episcopal Church in America, according 
to Mr. Gummere in the Living Church, 
on buildings, parish houses, etc., amounts 
to some thirty-five million dollars. He 
thinks this enormous debt has a crippling 
effect on missions and the religious life. 
The payment of interest charges absorbs 
a major part of time and effort....A 
settlement of Jews from Greece has been 
established north of Nathania on the Medi- 
terranean coast. These are modern Hel- 
lenic Jews comparable to those of the 
twelfth of John “who came up to... the 
feast.” A Greek swimming team recently 
competed with Jewish swimmers. Greece 
vs. Palestine! “The local Maccabi were 
beaten, but it was no walkover for the 
victors.” ... The Concordat of the Vati- 
can with Jugoslavia, which has stirred the 
nation to its depths, grants to Rome medi- 
eval privileges. Thus if a civil court con- 
demns a Roman priest, the judgment can 
be revised at the demand of the Roman 
Church. Americans will be interested to 
know that it was Cardinal Pacelli who 
negotiated this treaty,—the Pacelli who, 
with other Catholics, dined with President 
Roosevelt at Hyde Park last spring. ... 
Dr. Rosenberg, Chief of the Foreign De- 
partment of Nazidom, says Christianity is 
unsuited for Germany, and must go. 
Troops are ordered not to attend Christ- 
mas services or sing Christmas hymns. In 
Russia an anti-Christmas campaign has 
been staged in press, radio, and movie. 
Atheist Christmas trees are provided with 
anti-religious playthings! So does the 
stupid propaganda proceed. 




















Lesson for March 27 


Dinsdale Young's Triumph 
By William J. Hart, D.D. 


66S] TRIUMPH!’ With these words 
there came to a close, at half-past 
four on Friday morning, January 21, 1938, 
the earthly life, at the age of seventy-six, 
of one of the greatest preachers that Meth- 
odism has known. The little family group 
in the quiet room of his home at Richmond 
was profoundly moved as Dr. Dinsdale T. 
Young uttered that triumphant phrase and 
immediately entered into the heavenly 
Kingdom.” Thus said The Methodist Re- 
corder as it reported the death of this out- 
standing London preacher. 
Evidently the last thing in the thought 
of this scholarly and veteran minister was 
the prayerful hymn of Henry F. Lyte: 


Abide with me: fast falls the eventide. 


Lines in the fourth verse were evidently 
suggested by Paul’s argument concerning 
the resurrection. Hence the author wrote: 


I fear no foe, with Thee at hand to bless: 

Ills have no weight, and tears no bitterness. 

Where is death’s sting? where, grave, thy 

victory ! 

I triumph still, if Thou abide with me. 

The following Monday friends took the 
body of Dr. Young to Westminster Cen- 
tral Hall, the scene of his great ministry, 
where it lay in state until noon the follow- 
ing day. <A brief service was held, and 
one hymn was sung. Naturally the selec- 
tion was, “Abide with Me.” 

The inscribed plate on the casket bore 
the words: “Dinsdale T. Young, Entered 
into life January 21, 1938.” Beautiful in 
their simplicity, and most assuring, were 
these words, “Entered into life.’ On the 
casket was his own large pulpit Bible, 
which was opened at the page containing 
the last text he had used, and which, fol- 
lowing his habit, he marked: “Every spirit 
that confesseth that Jesus Christ is come 
in the flesh is of God” (1 John 4:2). 

Thousands of people viewed the body of 
the man who was ranked with Joseph 
Parker and Spurgeon, and who was a friend 
of each of them. It is said that he some- 
times preached for Spurgeon. This, was 
the man who began to preach at fifteen, 
who was accepted for the ministry at sev- 
enteen, and who, following two years of 
theological training, was a minister at nine- 
teen. As a boy he had contemplated no 
other vocation than that of the ministry. 

Before entering on his ministry at West- 
minster in 1914, where he served for the 
rest of his life, he had been for eight years 
minister of Wesley’s Chapel, City Road, 
London. Said Dr. John Hutton, editor of 
The British Weekly: “Dr. Dinsdale Young 
ministered in the Central Hall, Westmin- 
ster, to what, it may be conceded, was the 
largest gathering of worshiping people in 
the land. Wet or dry, winter or summer, 
some three thousand people would assemble 
Sunday by Sunday to hear the Word of 
God and Gospel of Jesus Christ from the 
lips of this authoritative and consecrated 
man.” The proportion of young people 
in his congregations, especially Sunday 
nights, was large. 

The funeral services were held in Cen- 
tral Hall, Westminster, on Tuesday, and 
at its conclusion his body was taken from 
the building to the triumphant strains of 
the “Hallelujah Chorus.” A large com- 
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pany attended the funeral. Said one writer: 
“Well known statesmen, the leaders of all 
our denominations, the greatest preachers 
in London, stood together singing, 
‘Just as I am,’ and, ‘There is a fountain 
filled with blood,’ and ‘Rock of Ages.’” 
Another writer remarked in The British 
Weekly that Dr. Young often quoted the 
hymn, “There is a fountain filled with 
blood,” and added that when the company, 
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assembled for the funeral service, sang the 
concluding stanza: 

Then in a nobler, sweeter song, 

I'll sing Thy power to save, 
a brilliant flash of sunlight filled the hall. 
Thus the hymns the renowned preacher 
loved in life were sung at his funeral, and 
God illuminated the temple with his smile 
of sunshine. 


I triumph still, if Thou abide with me.

in a fire, and a few years later once more 
they lost all in a flood. But these were 
just things. They left four little graves, 
as one after another these precious chil- 
dren succumbed to the fearful dangers of 
life in China. But they knew these little 
ones were not lost, but safe in the care 
of the Shepherd. Through dangers and 
sickness nigh unto death the parents them- 
selves came, until the fury of the Boxer 
uprising started a new era in China. The 
full fury fell upon the Goforths, and their 
miracle escape after blows of swords and 
clubs and knives and incredible hardships 
is one of the thrilling stories of mission- 
ary annals. 

In the next period of twenty-five years, 
from 1901 to 1925, Goforth became the 
great apostle of revival in China and Man- 
churia, and also in Canada, the United 
States, and England. One would have 
thought that his previous work was an 
outstanding example of revival. For after 
their return in the year 1902, following the 
Boxer outbreak, Goforth and his wife 
started a new and radical plan of evangel- 
izing over a vast territory, going with the 
children from place to place and staying 
in each section for a month or less. He 
was ever telling the missionaries and the 
church to test out what the Gospel of the 
grace of God would do if given a chance. 
And the result? In every place they went 
and spent a month or less, without a single 
exception, they left behind converts who 
were later organized into a growing 
church. Yet at forty-five years of age a 
strange restlessness took hold on Goforth 
because he longed for greater results in 
reaching China. He began to study the 
Word concerning the Holy Spirit; he read 
of Finney’s revivals, and agreed with him 
that spiritual results would come from 
obeying spiritual laws as surely as the 
natural harvest comes from sowing and 
reaping. He was led to Korea and saw 
the revival there, and came back on fire 
to tell in Manchuria and all over China 
what the power of God could do. Revivals 
broke out everywhere he went, revivals 
among the Christians and missionaries, re- 
sulting in large ingatherings of souls. The 
most conservative missionaries gave testi- 
mony to the mighty work of the Spirit of 
God. In one of his periods of illness, later, 
Goforth had opportunity to tell something of 
the revival work in his book, “By My 
Spirit.” 4

This new advance in the work was con- 
secrated by another little grave, as a pre- 
cious baby was taken to be with the Lord. 
With her four other children, the oldest 
being eleven, this missionary-mother set 
forth on this itinerating with her husband. 
At a dinner table not long ago a group of 
Christians were discussing the Goforths, and 
the mother in the home said that, when her 
youngest boy was a baby, a dear friend who 
was a deeply spiritual woman asked her 
to take charge of the Primary Department 
in the Sunday school. She said she could 
not do that, for she had her baby to look 
after. With flashing eyes her friend turned 
on her: “Mrs. Jonathan Goforth evan- 
gelized China with four babies in her 
arms!” The mother took the Primary 
Department, and became a_ soul-winning 
worker, 

After a sickness of nearly three years, 
Goforth returned to China in 1917 to meet 
the sad issue of Modernism in the mission. 
He could not tolerate the plan of having 
Modernists and believers in the Gospel 
working together, and he resigned. The 
Board dealt generously with him, and in- 
sisted that he remain a missionary but be set 
free from the station work to carry on re- 
vival and evangelizing work in China. In 
the next two years the family moved on 
an average of once every five days! In 
this period, along with amazing results in 
gathering converts, came the year of min- 
istry with the soldiers of Marshal Feng, 
during which time over 4,000 soldiers were 
baptized and many were the marks of the 
Holy Spirit’s mighty work. He received 
an urgent call for revival meetings in his 
old field in Changte. In every place souls 
were saved, as many as seventy and a 
hundred in one place. After one tour of 
three months, following the famine of 1920, 
there were turned in 3,000 names of those 
who came forward seeking Christ. 

Furlough was now due, and in a letter 
Goforth wrote: “I am sixty-five today. 
. . « Oh, how I covet, more than a miser 
does his gold, twenty more years of this 
soul-saving work!” i 

In 1924, when Goforth returned to Can- 
ada, the movement for the United Church 
in Canada was on. After much prayer and 
heart-searching, he voted to join the Con- 
tinuing Presbyterian Church, and his Ho- 
nan Mission was turned over to the United 
Church. And now surely it is time for 
Goforth and his wife to retire and “think 
of themselves and the children.” But “Re- 
tire” was not this man’s name! Behold,

Approach to the Lesson 


AN is ever prone to suppose that 
M formal religious observances will be 

acceptable to God as a means of 
procuring the divine favor. But religion 
as such has no saving value. If forms and 
ceremonies would purchase a place in 
Heaven, there would have been no need 
for Christ’s redemptive work. And even 
on the part of those already regenerated, 
the only thing that gives value to out- 
ward observances is a right state of heart 
before God, who desires truth in the in- 
ward parts (Psa. 51:6). He has said, 
“To this man will I look, even to him that 
is poor and of a contrite spirit, and trem- 
bleth at my word” (Isa. 66:2). Again 
and again he sought to impress upon Is- 
rael the importance of reality in their ap- 
proach to him (Deut. 10:12; Isa. 57:15; 
Micah 6:28). Yet they were persistently 
substituting the outward for the inward, 
supposing that God would be propitiated 
by sacramental observances, when all the 
time he was calling for repentance from 
dead works and a living faith in his prom- 
ises. 

Many today make the same mistake, a 
mistake fraught with sad and fearful conse- 
quences, for it involves the rejection of the 
only way of life and salvation and the sub- 
stitution of a “way which seemeth right unto 
a man, but the end thereof are the ways of 
death” (Prov. 14:12). 


It has been well said that 


“There are only two religions in the world, 
The true and the false. 

All forms of false religion are alike: 
They all say, ‘Something in my hand I 


The true religion says, ‘Nothing in my 
hand I bring.’ ” 


The Historical Setting 


More and more the fame of the Lord 
Jesus Christ was spreading through the 
land. The religious leaders from Judea 
were becoming fearful of his growing in- 
fluence. He was now entering upon the 
last year of his ministry. 


Verse by Verse 


Verse 1.—Pharisees and scribes. The 
Pharisees were the strictest sect of the 
Jews (Acts 26:5) and were rigidly ortho- 
dox (Acts 23:8). The scribes were the 
custodians of the Scriptures and scrupu- 
lously concerned about every detail of the 
law. 


‘Verse 2.—Defiled hands. It was not 
that the disciples neglected ordinary clean- 
liness, but they were indifferent to certain 
ceremonial washings prescribed by the 
rabbis and added to the laws given by 
Moses. 


Verse 3.—“The tradition of the elders.” 
This was a body of both oral and written ad- 
ditions to the Scriptures, which had accumu- 
lated through several centuries, as is the 
case in certain ritualistic churches today. 
Eventually, they came to mean more than 
the written Word itself. 


Verse 4.—“Many other things.” There 


is no end to what the human mind will 
devise when it turns away from “God’s 
simple unencumbered plan.” 


Verse 5.—Not according to tradition. 
The Pharisees were sticklers for these tra- 
ditional observances, while ignoring the 
plain instruction of the Word of God. 


Verse 6.—Lips versus heart. Lip service 
alone is detestable to God. He looks upon 
the heart (1 Sam. 16:7). Religiousness 
is just hypocrisy, and will never cover sin 
before God, who demands reality (Isa. 58: 
I-II). 


Verse 7.—Vain worship. He who puts 
men’s traditions in the place of God’s 
faithful testimony as given in his inspired 
Word makes a fatal mistake, which can 
only result in everlasting ruin, unless re- 
pented of. 


Verse 8.—“Many other such like things.” 
How much has been added to the list of 
“the commandments of men” since Christ 
spoke these words! It is well to test every- 
thing by the Word, which is the one 
supreme authority. 


Verse 9.—The commandments of God re- 
jected. The flesh will always set a higher 
value upon traditional religion than upon 
the plain teaching of Holy Scripture. 


Verse 10.—“Moses said.” Note how our 
Lord here endorses the Mosaic authorship 
of the Pentateuch. It was Moses who gave 
to Israel the ten commandments as made 
known on Sinai, and who also gave the 
additional statutes and judgments contained 
in the books of the law. In this verse 
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the Lord Jesus quotes from both and shows 
how each is divinely inspired. 

Verse 11.—Corban. A Jewish tradition 
relieved a man of the responsibility of 
caring for his father or mother if he dedi- 
cated his wealth to God. But he does not 
desire that which should be used to maintain 
aged and infirm parents. Corban means a 
gift —that is, a dedicated thing. 

Verse 12.—Neglect of parents. This is 
a heinous sin in God’s sight. No amount 
of affected piety could atone for it. 

Verse 13.—“Making the word of God 
of none effect.” How often religion goes 
directly contrary to Scripture, and so man’s 
will is preferred to the divinely given in- 
struction found alone in the Word of God. 
The Heart of the Lesson 

It is of all importance to realize that 
“to obey is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams” (1 Sam. 
15:22). The only way anyone can know 
what is acceptable to God is through care- 
ful and prayerful consideration of his writ- 
ten Word, which is the revelation of the 
living Word (Heb. 4:12, 13; 2 Tim. 3: 
16, 17). Forms and ceremonies, no matter 
how impressive, doctrines and traditions, 
no matter how venerable, are all to be 
refused if contrary to the mind of the Lord 
as set forth in the Bible. The supreme test 
is “What saith the Scripture?” Where 
the Word speaks, it should be ours to obey. 
Where Scripture is silent, we may well be 
silent, too. But a merely mental acceptance 
of Bible doctrines will not do for God. 
There must be heart subjection to his truth. 
When Christ is received by faith, and his 
Word becomes the rule of our lives, we 
shall be enabled to glorify God in all our 
ways (Isa. 59:21).

practices which may or may not be of di- 
vine authority. The Hebrew religion, as 
given by God through inspired prophets, 
was a divine institution. Judaism, as a 
body of traditional teaching, was a human 
invention. Paganism in its many forms is 
a Satanic perversion. In apostate Chris- 
tianity we see all these combined. What 
was originally from God has been almost 
obliterated by a mass of human theories, 
Jewish legality and pagan practices. Is 
not this Babylon the Great depicted in the 
Revelation? 


Nothing Can Make Up for Unreality. 
No punctilious attention to minute cere- 
monial details can take the place of a right 
attitude of heart and activity of conscience 
toward God. Even in the legal dispensa- 
tion, sacrifices and offerings counted for 
nothing unless faith and love were in activ- 
ity. It is the earnest purpose of the hidden 
man of the heart that counts with him 
whose eyes are as a flame of fire (Rev. 
1:14), quick to discern everything that is 
not genuine and the outcome of a broken 
and contrite spirit. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Religious profession without repentance 
toward God and faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ is not acceptable to God. Have 
we faced our sins in the light of his holi- 
ness? 

It is easy for the legalist to find fault 
with the man of faith. Do we value that 
which is really of God above what is formal 
and without Scriptural foundation? 

Are we trusting in ordinances, whether 
human or divine, rather than in Christ alone 
for our eternal salvation? 

The irue cleansing of the hands comes 
from the washing by the Word. Have we 
submitted to this? 

God detests hypocrisy. Are we honest 
with him as to our own condition of soul? 

Are we substituting man’s traditions for 
God’s commandments ? 

Do we attempt to be wise above what 
God has revealed in his Word? 

True and lasting blessing follows im- 
plicit faith in the testimony God has given 
and absolute obedience to the Word. Have 
we learned to “trust and obey’?

The Busy Men’s Corner

A Very Old Game.—When they saw 
some of his disciples . . . they found fault 
(Mark 7:2). When the robins and the 
bluebirds arrive from the Bok Tower and 
sundry Southern haunts, there comes along 
with these birds the great American game 
of baseball. When the days shorten and 
the birds begin to pack for the trip south 
the diamond gives way to the gridiron. 

Every vacant lot from frost to frost re- 
sounds with the shouts of American youth, 
and the newspapers spend much monéy and 
care upon the “Sports Section.” But ball, 
whether base, foot, golf, tennis, polo, 
hockey, or what have you, is not the gréat 
all the year round game. 

The greatest of all American games is 
the old snakey, Garden of Eden game of 
Faultfinding. 

It is played in the home, in the com- 
munity, in the church, and in the nation. 
Sallie is finding fault with Mother because 
of “Mother’s old-fashioned ideas.” Dad is 
finding fault with the time and quality of 
meals. Mother is finding fault because 
everybody is “so careless around the house.” 

The town is finding fault because the 
city rulers fail to do  this-that-and-the- 
other-thing. The minister is finding fault 
because folks don’t come to evening serv- 
ice and midweek prayer meeting. The 
“Outs” are finding fault with the “Ins” 
who are running things into the ground, 
and so on. 

Here is one game that is not seasonable. 
It is perennial and continual. And it is 
nothing new, as we see from our text. 
They were playing it in the time df the 
Lord Jesus. 

There was a famous (or infamous) Ro- 
man official who is on record as not want- 
ing to play the game when the Big Men 
of a Nation were playing it. His name 
was Pilate, and he said, “I find no fault 
in this man” (Luke 23:4). And “this 
man” himself said, “Neither do I condemn 
thee” (John 8:11). The Pharisees were 
the master players of the old game, and 
were the holders of all the records with 
highest batting averages. 


Lip and Eye.—This people honoureth me 
with their lips, but their heart is far from 
me (v. 6). “The Greeks have a name for 
it.” So do the Americans. It is appro- 
priately called “Lip Service,” and you can 
read what David has to say about it in 
Psalm 55, verse 21. Here is one you can 
hang on the other side of the mantelpiece 
— “Eye Service.” 

You generally find the one hung along 
with the other in the houses where they 
tolerate this sort of “art.” “To hear that 
woman talk you might think butter would 
not melt in her mouth,” I heard a woman 
say of a certain reighbor. 

If all the rulers of history could be gath- 


ered: together in the Elysian Fields, there’ 
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would go up a loud “Amen” to the above 
text from most of them. 

Our Master had this experience to its 
fullness. “Hosanna!” cried Vox Populi 
one day, and “Crucify” from the same old 
Vox Populi at a later day (Matt. 21:9; 
Luke 23: 21). 

American slang has adopted quite a 
number of very expressive words to pic- 
ture contempt for mere lip service with 
absent sincerity. “Applesauce.” “Hot 
Air.” “Baloney.” ‘You can go on and add 
to the picturesque language, since there 
are no doubt some new ones since I have 
grown up. 

Nothing makes the local tradespeople, 
the dressmakers, the milliners, the laun- 
dresses, so “tired” as to hear certain cus- 
tomers so voiceful and with so imposing a 
“front” and putting off the payment of 
bills which are the living of those who 
work with their hands. “It is to laugh at 
the Slough family on their way to church,” 
as one sewing woman said, “when I cannot 
collect my little bill.” 


Small Town Banking.—Making _ the 
word of God of none effect through your 
tradition (v. 13). Some smart fellow has 
said, “History repeats itself, but nobody 
listens!” If in the above text the word 
“tradition” is changed to “inhibition” it 
will apply to those who neglect tradespeo- 
ple and their bills. 

“Inhibition” means restraint on the func- 
tions of the pocketbook.” Oh, well, isn’t 
money an organ? The jingle of the coin- 
age is sweet music any time. 

Of course as the Chinaman said, “No 
habbe, how can,” but I am not thinking 
of the good honest debtors. 

Years ago we started a Trust Com- 
pany in Coatesville and I was Chairman of 
the Finance Committee. I called our insti- 
tution “The Little Bank on the Corner.” 
My idea was to gather in many small 
accounts, —as was later developed into the 
popular Christmas Savings in many banks. 

I wanted to serve the working people 
by taking care. of their earnings and help- 
ing them over the hard places. 

We would have many applications for 
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loans less than $100 from our fellow citi- 
zens of the small town. The old pensioner 
did not quite get enough to see him through 
the month. John Smith had to buy his 
wife a new washing machine. Samuel Jones 
had some insurance to meet. William 
Brown, with sickness in his family, had to 
buy expensive medicine or appliance. And 
so on. 

The “Board” would say, “This man owns 
no property and it is not good banking 
business to lend money without security.” 

I would say, “Al Smith has a long resi- 
dence in Coatesville and a fine Christian 
character, and a reputation for paying his 
bills. And, gentlemen, I will guarantee 
the loan.” 

I did this for many a good working man, 
and how many of my guarantees do you 
guess I had to make good? Not one! 

Folks honor God by their honesty, and 
other folks dishonor God by not tying up 
their paying with their profession. Paid 
bills and a read Bible go well together.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: Hypocrites. 

Discussion: What are the sure earmarks 
of a real Christian today? 


Objective: A Spirit-filled and a Spirit- 
led life. 











AY, fellows, our Lord’s severest de- 

nunciations were pronounced against 
hypocrites. He abhorred them with all his 
holy nature. He looked with compassion 
upon the ordinary sinners, but hypocrites 
were in another class. That does not mean 
he would not forgive a man who repented 
of his hypocrisy and begged for pardon; 
but they rarely do. Hypocrisy seems to 
drive men’s hearts farther and farther away 
from God — even though they may be hold- 
ing their hands aloft in apparently reverent 
worship. 


Turn to Matthew, the twenty-third chap- 
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ter, and read verses 13 to 36 inclusive. 
There you will find what Jesus’ estimate 
of a hypocrite is. It is one of the most 
fearful denunciations recorded in the Bible. 
If a fellow ever got the idea that the Lord 
was soft and effeminate, let him read that 
passage. It is true that Jesus was “gentle, 
meek, and mild,” but he had all the rugged- 
ness and the sternness of the old prophets 
when occasion called for it. You can recall on 
one occasion he asked the disciples, “Whom 
do men say that I... am?” and they an- 
swered, “Some say that thou art John the 
Baptist: some, Elias; and others, Jeremias, 
or one of the prophets” (Matt. 16: 13, 14). 
If Jesus reminded them of those fearless 
prophets of old, his preaching must have 
been of a very rugged type. And his 
strongest denunciations were against hypoc- 
risy. 

The title of this lesson is ‘Correcting 
Wrong Ideas of Religion.” I am not so 
strong for that word “Religion” in our 
teaching. It is too general a term. A 
Mohammedan has religion, or a Buddhist, 
or a Confucianist. I would like the title 
better if it read: “Correcting Wrong 
Ideas of Christianity,” so far as the ap- 
plication of this Scripture goes. You fel- 
lows would do well to discuss frankly 
among yourselves what is true Christian- 
ity. There is today much of so-called 
Christianity that is nothing more than. re- 
ligion, 

If a fellow is a real Christian, what are 
some of the things he will not do? Also 
what are some of the things in which he 
will be unfailing? Try to get the mind of 
the Lord Jesus about these things; not 
what you would rather do or not do, but 
what would be the consistent thing to do 
—consistent with profession of faith in 
Jesus Christ and a real desire to follow 
in his steps. If you are going to have 
a discussion like that, first bow your heads 
and ask the Lord to help you think clearly, 
that the Holy Spirit may lead you into 
the right conceptions and a definite purpose 
to be true to the Master—and not a 
hypocrite.

IRLS, what is real religion? If some 
one makes the remark about another, 
“He is a very religious person,” what is 
usually meant? Let us name some of the 
things we recall when religion is mentioned. 
(Have the girls give their ideas of the 
term “religion.”) 
In our Memory Verse we have the an- 
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swer to our question. (The following out- 
line may be placed on the blackboard.) 

“Do justly and love mercy” — Our re- 
lation to our neighbors. 

“Walk humbly with thy God” — Our 
relation to God. 

Here are some other verses that will help 
us to understand how our Memory Verse 
can actually work in lives. Find Mark 12: 
33. I. How should we love God? 2. How 
should we love our neighbors? Now find 
James 1:27. 1. What concrete example 
is given of loving our neighbors? 2. What 
is suggested about our relation to God? 
How do we know this will work in our 
lives? (2 Tim. 1:12b.) Find another con- 
crete example of love to our neighbors 
(Matt. 25:35, 36). 

As we study our lesson text will you 
check the conduct of the Pharisees with 
the outline we have just made? Did they 
do justly and love mercy? Can you re- 
member some examples in recent lessons 
of their harsh, critical attitude toward peo- 
ple who did not think just as they did, or 
upon whom they looked down? 1. They 
criticized the Lord Jesus (Mark 2:7). 
2. They Sfiticized the disciples (Mark 2: 
24). 3. They condemned Matthew and his 
friends (Mark 2:16). 4. They had no 
mercy for the man with the withered hand 
(Mare 3:2); 

Were the Pharisees, when they made the 
comment in our lesson, trying to help the 
disciples correct a mistake and live more 
abundant, worth while lives? No, they 
were not. They were setting up their own 
self-righteous actions as examples of proper 
conduct. How does God consider human 
righteousness? (Titus 3:5.) 

What specific example of unrighteous- 
ness did Christ call to the attention of his 
critics? They were neglecting the care 
of their parents with the excuse that their 
resources had been consecrated to God and 
could not be used to help the parents. The 
Lord Jesus made it very evident that God 
does not want such offerings. One of 
the last things the Lord did was to pro- 
vide for the future security of his mother 
(John 19:26, 27). Honor and obedience 
to our mothers and fathers is one of the 
primary tests of the genuineness of our re- 
ligion. 

In the lessons we have just been study- 
ing, how did the Lord Jesus follow the 
advice in our Memory Verse? We find 
he was always just and merciful in his 
relations with others. He loved the ugly 
leper; he forgave the shaking, palsied in- 
valid and made him whole; he dared to be 
friendly with those who were scorned and 
ignored; he spent his energies and his time 
loving people intensely, and he was con- 
stantly changing warped, troubled lives into 
lives that would bring glory to God. (The 
class may review examples.) 

As for Christ’s relation with God, we 
find him, in the very beginning of his min- 
istry, being baptized and acknowledged as 
the Son of God. He spent time alone with 
the heavenly Father (Mark 1:35). He 
performed his services to the glory of God 
(Mark 2:12). He acknowledged God 
when supplying men’s needs (Mark 6: 41). 
He used Spirit-inspired Scripture in his 
dealings with men (Mark 7:6, 10). 

Let us study the Memory Verses of the 
quarter and see to which part of our out- 
line each one refers, whether to our rela- 
tion to our neighbors, or our relation to

God. Classify Mark 10:43b, 44. Yes, 
this refers to our duty to other people. 
Where would we place Psalm 23: 3b? It 
tells of our walk with God. (Discuss and 
illustrate each Memory Verse in the light 
of the girls’ experiences.) 

Religion, you notice, is a twofold element, 
including works and worship. One or the 
other alone would not meet with God’s 
requirements. Why? (Matt. 5:16.) Re- 
ligion has been spoken of as “a way of life.” 
Real religion would be the way of life 
(Matt. 7:14). What is that way of life? 
(John 14:6.) Christ is the Way. How 
shall we finish our sentence? It might read, 
“Real religion is Christ’s way of life,” and 
as we follow Christ let us try to balance 
our religion properly through service and 
worship. 

(The session may close with a challenge 
to each girl to enlist in a daily period of 
personal devotions, through Bible study 
and prayer. If this has already been done, 
the girls may tell of the blessings they have 
received as a result of the devotional 
period.) 

Be prepared next week to tell how we 
may help to send the message of Christ 
to all races.

O YOU always wash your hands be- 

fore you eat? You do if Mother is 
around, I think. You didn’t know that 
people were just as particular about hand- 
washing when the Lord Jesus lived on 
earth, did you? 

One day some of the Jews came to the 
Lord Jesus Christ and asked him why some 
of his disciples didn’t wash their hands 
before they ate. The Jews, especially the 


Pharisees who were rulers of the Jews, . 


were very careful about washing their 
hands and having the pots and pans and 
tables scrubbed so they would be clean. 
And that was a good thing. It is always 
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sensible to be clean. But the trouble with 
these men, the Lord Jesus said, was that 
they had made these commandments of 
men about cleanliness more important than 
God’s commands. They had washed the 
pots and pans but they had kept sin in 
their hearts and lives. 

I’m going to wash Mary’s face and hands. 
(Do this, and wipe her face with the 
towel.) We've used soap on her hands so 
they will be very clean. Now she is clean, 
isn’t she? Her skin is clean. But did that 
help Mary’s heatt anv? If she has a 


wicked heart, will this washing help her?. 


Not a bit! 
bad _ heart.) 

I’ve even seen mothers wash their boys’ 
mouths out with soap because they swore. 
It is a pretty good way of making them 
remember, but it doesn’t help their wicked 
tongue a bit, does it? No, something had 
to be done to the hearts of those Jews 
that the Lord Jesus talked to; and some- 
thing has to be done to our hearts. 

We may be so beautiful and clean that 
we haven’t a single germ about us any 
where, but we may have a heart that is 
black with sin. What can be done about 
it? The Lord Jesus Christ told those

. Jews that it was not what a man took into 


his mouth that made him unclean. You 
know they were very careful about what 
they ate. It was the words that came out 
of a man’s mouth that made him unclean. 
And the only way to have a clean mouth 
is to have a clean heart. Tooth paste and 
brushing three times will not give you a 
clean mouth in God’s sight. Only a clean 
heart will make a clean mouth. Only a 
clean heart will make clean hands and feet, 
in God’s sight. And only God can give us 
clean hearts. 

David asked God long ago for a clean 
heart, “Create in me a clean heart, O God.” 
And every one of us must ask for this 
clean heart. If we let the Lord Jesus

they are sending him forth again, at sixty- 
eight years of age, to start a new mission 
in China! And with him went a wife who 
rose from a sick bed where she was wait- 
ing for them to take her to the hospital to 
die within a few months! 

In China once more, full of hope and 
zeal, they found five promising doors, one 
after another, closed to them. Then came- 
a call to Manchuria, hardest and least 
promising of fields. Is there anything in 
missionary annals more thrilling than this 
story? A man near seventy, a semi-invalid 
wife, a young missionary recruit who did 
not know the language, two young ladies, 
start off to begin a mission! They moved 
into their new home on April 28, and began 
preaching the Gospel on May 1. On the 
first of June, Goforth could write that two 
hundred decisions for Christ were made 
during that first month of May. With 
several millions to evangelize, Goforth sent 
to the Board the challenge to secure native 
workers and to enter in and possess the 
land. But the sad news came that no 
money could be put into the work. Again 
they cried to God. The answer came in 
a letter from the beloved and veteran John 
Hayes of the Shantung Seminary, asking 
if Goforth could use the young men of the 
Seminary, since continued fighting had 
closed the doors in Shantung. “Send us

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all you can,” was the answer. In an 
equally unexpected way the money was 
provided for their support. Through new 
trials and sufferings and triumphs, the 
work went on till in this new station “Go- 
forth the aged” could report, in 1932, adult 
baptisms amounting to 472, besides the 
children and the inquirers; in 1933 there 
were 778 adult baptisms, and in 1934 there 
were 966. And the giving of the native 
Christians jumped from $4,312 in 1932 to 
$14,065 in 1934. 

Then came the sudden realization of 
what to angther might have been deemed 
a tragedy. In March of 1033 he found 
that the sight of his remaining left eye was 
going. Painful treatments followed, and 
then outward darkness, but with the inner 
light still burning brightly. A helper was 
found, and his aggressive evangelism and 
revival meetings continued. Urgent calls 
came for a ministry at home to rouse the 
sluggish church. But he wanted to go on 
in his beloved China. His wife’s broken 
health finally ied to the decision to return 
early in 10935, just at his seventy-sixth 
birthday. The months at home were spent 
in ceaseless activity as he sought to awaken 
Christians all over Canada. In the sum- 
mer of 1936 luis gracious revival call and 
the glowing message of his own radiant 
presence brought beginnings of revival fires 
in America’s Keswick and at Ben Lippen 
conference center in North Carolina. Back 
to Canada he went with his stirring testi- 
mony in many meetings; the last one was 
on October 7. About seven o’clock the 
next morning his spirit quietly went to 
be with his Lord, whose he was and, like 
the first apostle to the Gentiles, whom he 
served so passionately and persistently. 

This remarkable story of Goforth’s life 
has not one wasted paragraph in it. Every 
incident contributes to the understanding 
of the mighty message of this man’s life. 
There is no effort at literary embellish- 
ment, but Mrs. Goforth’s gift for telling 
a story is at its best in this work of love. 
Those who knew Jonathan and Rosalind 
Goforth can read into the record two things 
that others may miss in the book. One is 
the tender, affectionate love Jonathan Go- 
forth had for his wonderful wife. The 
book reveals this only incidentally, for the 
emphasis is on ais almost stern devotion to 
duty, at times apparently at the expense of 
tenderness. The other, brought out but 
little in this book. is the ministry of Mrs. 
Goforth herself; her weaknesses she has 
faithfully recorded, but little or nothing is 
told of her tremendous triumphs of faith 
and love. 

The story of Jonathan Goforth’s life is 
a message to tiie Church that every mis- 
sionary and every lover of the lost world 
should read. It has a peculiar message 
for us in our day. 

What is the need in chaotic China, and 
in a chaotic world? Goforth would say, 
aggressive evangelism. One day as he 
meditated on the power of the Gospel and 
the need of the world he reckoned that if 
every missionary had won the same num- 
ber of converts as the six workers in the 
Manchurian Mission in 1934, there would 
have been nearly one million converts in 
China that year, while the actual baptisms 
were only 38,724. 

Goforth w2s an aposile of revival. The 
power of the Spirit must go with the ag- 
gressive evangelism. 
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Goforth was a man of the Book. He 
loved the Bible. He carried it always, and 
never spoke without the open Bible. He 
read through his Chinese Testament sixty- 
five times, and through the Bible seventy- 
three times. 

Goforth was intolerant of the Satanic 
teaching of Modernism that he saw rob- 
bing the Church of all these glories of the 
Gospel of God’s grace. 

Goforth was a man of prayer and of 
mighty faith. Again and again he faced 
crises, with no money, with broken health, 
“in deaths oft.” 

Goforth was a man who lived in victory, 
with the joy of the Lord his constant 
strength. His wife came into a glorious 
new experience of victory in 1916, and then 
knew more clearly why her husband could 
go on so triumphantly and so steadily. 

“Goforth of China” will stir many to go 
forth to China, and many more to know 
and to trust the Lord God of Goforth.

A Little Pioneer Girl and 
Chief White Pigeon

ONG, long ago there lived in a log 

cabin on a farm in Southern Michi- 
gan, a little girl whose name was Eva. 
She is Elinor’s grandmother now and she 
told me this true story herself, 

In that long ago little Eva’s grandfather 
and grandmother lived on another farm about 
a mile away. They had been early settlers, 
and their first Michigan home had been a 
log cabin. Now they lived in a new frame 
house, painted white, like houses in far 
away Detroit or Chicago. They called 
themselves pioneers because in the begin- 
ning their farm was a forest. They had 
cut down acres of tall trees and changed 
the wilderness into fields and meadows. 

The road that passed these two homes 
was an old Indian trail. In little Eva’s 
time it was used by settlers traveling in 
covered wagons from the East to new lands 
in the West. Now it is a State highway. 

The log schoolhouse where little Eva was 
learning to read and write was on the old 
Indian trail halfway between the two 
houses. It was as easy for little Eva to 
walk to school from her grandmother’s 
house as it was from her own home, but 
it wes not so pleasant because she had to 
go alone. She missed the children who 
lived farther down the road, and who used 
to call for her and her brothers and sis- 
ters every schoolday morning when she 
was at home. 

The child liked to visit her grandmother, 
as her grandmother was full of fun, and 
was a wonderful story-teller. But she 
dreaded the lonely walk to school because 
she was afraid of Indians. Even so, a 
child whose family were pioneers, had to 
be brave. So little Eva, a pioneer her- 
self, never said a word about her fear of 
meeting Indians on her way to school. 
But she always ran as fast as her legs 
would take her when the road was through 
stretches of woods where in places the 
trees met overhead. 

It seems that the big boys at school used 
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to tell terrible stories about Indians on 
purpose to scare the girls. “They would 
just as soon eat you as look at.you,” they 
told little Eva. So she believed that In- 
dians might pop out of the woods just any- 
where and carry her, dinner-pail and all, 
screaming and crying, home to their wig- 
wams. 

One time when little Eva went to stay 
with her grandmother while her grand- 
father was away, she had an unusually good 
time. The apple trees in the orchard back 
of the house were in bloom, the birds were 
singing all the day, and even at night 
when the owls in the woods said, “Whoo, 
whoo, whooo?” they sounded cheerful, and 
not dismal a bit. 

Grandmother didn’t believe in making 
children go to bed at sunset, so one eve- 
ning, long after candle-lighting time, she 
and the child sat on the steps for a story- 
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telling hour. The apple trees blooming 
in the moonlight made the orchard beau- 
tiful as fairyland. 

Suddenly, on the great flat stone that was 
the bottom step leading to the kitchen door, 
a shadow fell. Not a sound was heard, 
but there was the shadow of a man’s head 
and shoulders on the flat stone. The black 
shadow moved on over the grass, a long, 
wide shadow, in the fearsome form of a 
giant. But still not a sound was heard. 

Little Eva snuggled close beside her 
grandmother, and then she saw him com- 
ing. There he-was—an Indian, so tall, 
so still, that he looked terrible in the moon- 
light. He was wearing beaded moccasins. 
Instead of a tomahawk the Indian carried 
a bucket. He had come he said, to ask 
for water from the well. 

“Help yourself, and welcome,” said 
Grandmother, as if she were speaking to 
the minister on a Sunday morning. She 
was not scared a bit. 

Most politely the Indian then told Grand- 
mother that he and his Indians were camp- 
ing in the woods at the corner of her farm. 
They were on the way from their reserva- 
tion to visit another Indian reservation 
farther along the trail. 

After that he walked straight as an ar- 
row to the well and not another sound 
was heard until the Indian let down the 
well bucket with a clanking noise, and drew 
it up filled to the brim with water which 
he emptied into his own bucket. Then away 
he walked down the road toward his camp 
—and the schoolhouse! 

Little Eva was so terrified that she 
thought she wouldn’t sleep a wink that 
night. She remembered all the frightful 
stories the boys had told her about the 
wild Indians who danced around camp- 
fires at night, always waving their toma- 
hawks and clubs and yelling. In the morn- 
ing she would have to try to pass the 
Indian camp. And the Indians would jump 
out at her, of course. It was too horrible 
to think about what might happen next, so 
she thought of her mother’s sorrow when 
she should learn that her baby had been 
stolen by the Indians. Eva was sure she 
couldn’t sleep a wink that night; but she 
did because the feather-bed was so com- 
fortable. 

The next morning her grandmother 
called her early to breakfast. Little Eva 
thought she couldn’t eat a bit; but she 
did because the breakfast was so good. 
She was so worried though, that she 
couldn’t smile, and her eyes were round 
as saucers. 

The child didn’t tell her grandmother 
that she was afraid the Indians would get 
her. She didn’t cry and beg to stay home 
from school. She was a pioneer child who 
did what she had to do, without saying one 
word. But oh, little Eva was scared! 

She was terrified when her grandmother 
said, “You will have to start early for 
school this morning, Eva,” but she couldn’t 
believe her ears when she heard the next 
words, “because I am going part way with 
you, and we shall call on our neighbors.” 

“Neighbors?” asked the child. She didn’t 
know there were ary real neighbors nearer 
than her own home, a mile away. 

“Yes, neighbors,’ Grandmother answered 
as she tied on her bonnet. “We are go- 
ing to visit the Iadians in their camp. It 
is a long time since they have been here.” 

So little Eva and her grandmother went 
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walking early in the morning. Little Eva 
said nothing because she was so scared, but 
her grandmother talked happily all the 
way. She was carrying a bundle. At last 
they reached the Indian camp, and they 
walked right in. 

It was a delightful place. There were 
tents, and there were wigwams. There 
were Indian women stirring something in 
great steaming kettles over fires. There 
were small Indian boys and girls playing 
games, running here and there, shouting 
and laughing like so many white children 
at .recess. 

Suddenly a tall Indian noticed his visi- 
tors. Over he came with long, long steps, 
and said to Eva’s grandmother that he was 
glad she had come visiting.

At the very 
last minute when Chief White Pigeon said 
to the white child, “You come again,” lit- 
tle Eva answered, “I thank you, and I 
will.” 

At school that day little Eva told the 
children about her great adventure. “Why,” 
she said, “Indians are just like us, after 
all.” 

She ran home from school that night, 
with hoppity-skips, because she wished to 
wave her hands and smile at the Indian 
children when she passed their camp. But 
the camp was deserted. The Indians were 
gone. There were piles of ashes where 
the blazing campfires had been. There 
wasn’t a tent or wigwam left in the woods, 
and little Eva was disappointed. 

Even so, she was happy, because from 
that day she liked all Indians and feared 
them nevermore. 

Long years afterward, when Elinor’s 
grandmother (that is, little Eva grown up) 
was in the town in Southern Michigan, 
named “White Pigeon,” after the good In- 
dian chief, she saw his statue in a park. 

“It was like meeting a dear old friend,” 
said her grandmother to little Elinor, in 
these days that are so different.

An Opportunity to Visit 
Keswick, England, This Year 


T IS expected that a large delegation 

from the United States and Canada will 
this year attend for the first time one of 
Europe’s most important religious events, 
the great interdenominational Convention 
held annually at Keswick, Eng. The tour 
will be conducted by the Rev. James Ingles, 
Baptist minister and evangelist of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. 

The Convention, which has been held 
for the past sixty years, will be the climax 
of a five weeks’ tour of Scotland, Ireland, 
and England, arranged by the Anchor Line 
and Thomas Cook arid Son — Wagons-Lits, 
Inc. With a visit to the great Empire Ex- 
hibition in Glasgow as an added feature of 
the itinerary, Pastor Ingles expects a group 
of 300 to 500 persons to make the pilgrim- 
age. He plans to establish the tour as 
a permanent institution and believes it will 
prove a strong factor in furthering spir- 
itual accord and friendly relations between 
the United States and Great Britain. 

The beautiful Trossachs of Scotland, en- 
deared to many Americans by the roman- 
tic writings of Sir Walter Scott, the cities 
of Edinburgh and London, the Shakespeare 
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country, and Belfast, Ireland, will be vis- 
ited by the group, which will sail from 
New York, July 2, on the Tuscania of the 
Anchor Line. Its first sight in Glasgow 
will be the Empire Exhibition, which will 
open May 1, and continue through the sum- 
mer. Built at a cost of $50,000,000, this 
great Exhibition will spread out over the 
thousand acres of Bellahouston Park and 
will present the arts and industries of the 
entire British Empire. From Glasgow the 
party will travel to Loch Lomond, Loch 
Katrine, Ellen’s Isle, and other favorite 
spots.

ANY and varied are the calls to 

youth in the world today, and emi- 
nently meritorious are many of the causes 
that clamor for youth’s enlistment. We 
hear repeatedly the call to labor for world 
peace,—and surely this old world needs 
peace and good will among men if ever 
it did. Race prejudice and class barriers 
sound their call for some who will work 
to bring about a better understanding 
among men. Social service and a better 
distribution of wealth hold out an attrac- 
tive field for young people who are altru- 
istically inclined. Christian unity makes 
its bid for youth to work for the welding 
of denominations and for a united pro- 
gram. 

But to Christian young people there is 
one call that God’s Word utters clearly 
and loudly. It is an imperative call that 
demands our obedience above and beyond 
any of these other calls, no matter how 
good they may be of themselves. It is the 
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call to a task begun by the Lord Jesus 
himself, and which has never yet been fin- 
ished. In fact, it never will be finished 
until the Lord himself shall return to take 
up the reins of government upon this 
earth. 

It is a call to a task so vast and so im- 
portant that all other tasks fade into in- 
significance compared to it. Many of them, 
indeed, cannot possibly be completed or 
even properly pursued until this one great 
call has received our attention. 

¥ 

When the Lord Jesus came nineteen 
hundred years ago, this old world was in 
desperate need, just as it is today. There 
were wars and social inequalities, race 
prejudices and class barriers, and eco- 
nomic injustices beyond number. Yet, 
when our Lord stood in the synagogue and 
announced his mission, he read from the 
fifty-first chapter of Isaiah these words: 

“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach 
the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me 
to heal the brokenhearted, to preach de- 
liverance to the captives, and recovering 
of sight to the blind, to set at liberty them 
that are bruised, to preach the acceptable 
year of the Lord.” 

The Gospel record shows us plainly that 
the Lord Jesus’ whole earthly ministry was 
given to this great task. He preached in- 
cessantly to the poor in spirit, — those who 
were willing to hear and to heed. He 
healed the broken-hearted, not merely with 
superficial sympathy, but by dealing with 
the specific causes in the lives that had 
brought heartbreak. He offered deliver- 
ance to the captives of sin, and he opened 
the eyes of the spiritually blind, — those 
who were blind to God’s love and care. 
He struck the shackles off those who had 
been beaten and bruised by sin.

When the time came for him to leave 
this little band of followers, he said to the 
Father in that great intercessory prayer 
in John 17, “As thou hast sent me into 
the world, even so have I also sent them 
into the world.” To the little group, after 
the resurrection, he said, “As my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you” (John 
20:21). Later as they stood together on 
the Mount of Olives, just before he as- 
cended to the Father, he said to them: “Go 
ye therefore, and teach all nations, bap- 
tizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
teaching them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you: and, lo, 
I am with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world” (Matt. 28:19, 20).

This great commission has never been 
rescinded. It has been diluted by the in- 
terpolation of countless other tasks that 
the church has assumed. It has been de- 
layed by failure to go and failure to give 
that others might go. But it still remains 
that one great task committed to the fol- 
lowers of the Lord Jesus. 

Wherever the church has faithfully 
committed herself to this task through 
virile missionary efforts and through a 
conscientious building up of Christians at 
home in righteousness and Christian liv- 
ing, definite progress has been made along 
the lines of many of these other tasks that 
have been mentioned.

The Eternal Quest. By David Ferdinand 
Nygren. (Zondervan Publishing House, 
Grand Rapids, Mich., $1.) “I must break 
my vow, for the Bible says, ‘Be not un- 
equally yoked together with unbelievers.’ ” 
So wrote Nellie Pelton to her fiancé, 
Norton West, whom university life had 
robbed of his faith, And thus their ways 
part. Nellie enters a medical college where 
she sets out to prove that religion and 
science will mix, while Dr. West goes 
through a variety of experiences, in all of 
which he is lovingly followed by the power 
of God. Once, in a great meeting he is 
almost caught, but, no, he escapes down 
another bypath — and marries another girl! 
But life in Paris separates the two, the 
one to go down in a maelstrom of pleasure, 
and the other to bury himself in further 
study. But it all comes out right in the 
end, when the butterfly wife confesses her 
sin and is saved before death claims her. 
Then God reveals himself to the young 
skeptic, and the future opens up gloriously 
before Nellie and Norton, united now in 
their love and their work as surgeons of a 
grand new hospital. 


How to Lead a Bible School. By W. 
Edward Raffety. (Standard Publishing 
Co., Cincinnati, $1.25.) Using a terse, epi- 
grammatic style, the late Dr. Raffety here 
presents a series of informal talks with 
Sunday school superintendents concerning 
the improvement of their work. Through- 
out the book his emphasis is on the prac- 
tical aspects of Christian Education, and 
the seventeen chapters contain many sug- 
gestions of real help to superintendents. 
Chapter V, “Reach the Unreached,” pre- 
sents a vision of the possibilities of exten- 
sion work which should be a challenge to 
any Sunday school; and when the author 
deals with Sunday school architecture and 
building he gives constructive criticism 
that any building committee may well 
need. 

The author’s stress upon evangelism as 
being at the very heart of Christian educa- 
tion is noteworthy. But when he deals 
with the aim of Christian education he 
disappointingly defines it as causing the 
lives of men, women, and children to be 
“dominated by.the life and teachings of 
Jesus Christ”; and after a strong emphasis 
on evangelism in Chapter II, and a plea 
for loyalty to Christ in Chapter IV, he 
lightly diagnoses the case of our sin-sick 
world as being in need, above all else, of 
“the idealism of Jesus Christ’! His rec- 
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ommendation that the publicity director of 
the Sunday school “cultivate the good-will 
of decent neighboring movies, and get an 
occasional crisp statement on the screen” 
(p. 91), will scarcely be taken seriously 
by any Sunday school superintendent 
worthy of the name.

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An Appeal for a Day of Prayer 
in Behalf of Israel 


FTER consultation with many promi- 

nent pastors throughout the country, 
Ella Mae Canney, of Los Angeles, a Gen- 
tile friend of the Jews and worker for the 
Jewish cause, was led to promote the idea 
of a special day of prayer for them on 
Sunday, March 27, 1938, just preceding the 
Passover season. 

Miss Canney recently completed an auto- 
mobile tour across the con‘inent for the 
purpose of studying the situation among 
the Jews in all kinds of communities. She 
visited hundreds of Jews in small towns 
and large cities, spent hours in conversa- 
tion with rabbis, was given entrance to 
many synagogues to show her Palestine 
pictures and speak of the Old Testament 
prophecies now being fulfilled, contacted 
many pastors to learn their attitude on the 
Jewish question, ‘and spoke in many 
churches, acquainting them with the situa- 
tion in America and showing from God’s 
Word our responsibility as Christians for 
God’s covenant people. 

She found the Jews everywhere express- 
ing fear of pogroms in America, as in other 
countries, because of the widespread anti- 
Semitic propaganda backed by foreign 
money, attributing to Christians in general 
the contempt for the Jews expressed by a 
few local Christian leaders. She was 
amazed to find Jew-hate so widespread in 
some of the Eastern states, even some pas- 
tors outspokenly anti-Semitic. 

She returned to Los Angeles with a 
heavy heart, feeling that the only way of 
saving the Christian testimony to Israel, 
and of warding off serious bloodshed, lies 
in the stimulation for definite prayer con- 
cerning these matters. Bible-taught Chris- 
tians everywhere expressed a desire to 
show actively the love that they feel toward 
the Jewish people. 

The undersigned gladly lend their names 
to the appeal for a special day of prayer 
for Israel on March 27, 1938, with the sug- 
gestion that pastors arrange if possible to 
give special messages dealing with the sub- 
ject on the same Sunday. 


We suggest prayer especially that: 


1. The rising tide of Jew-hate in America 
may be stemmed and that God will show 
any Christians who may have helped to 
promote anti-Semitism the dangers of such 
a course, in view of the definite warnings of 
the Word of God (Jer. 30: 16). 


2. Christians everywhere may come to

share something of Christ’s own love for 
his brethren, and to feel something of 
Paul’s longing for their salvation (Rom. 
0: 23% 10:3, 2). 


3. “Pray for the peace of Jerusalem: 
they shall prosper that love thee” (Psa. 
122:6). Jerusalem lies at the heart of 
the Jewish problem of the world at the 
present time. If the: Palestine issues can 
be settled fairly, a great step will be taken 
toward the relief of a distressing situation 
for persecuted Jews of many lands. 

Will you not publish this appeal among 
the ministers of your city that a great mul- 
titude of Christian people may offer spe- 
cial prayer on March 27th, making this 
the beginning of regular intercession for 
these who so sorely need the knowledge of 
the Redeemer and his great love for them?
